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INTERVENTION IN MEXICO. 

There is a policy suggested in the plan by which 
Percival Dodge, U.S. Minister to Panama; Col. George 
W. Goethals, U.S.A., Chief Engineer of the Panama 
Canal, and Col. H. A. Green, 10th Inf., are to supervise 
the Panama Presidential election which might be ex- 
tended by the United States to other Central and South 
American countries. The government of Panama made 
the request that this commission be appointed, as 
evidently the political leaders feared that a disastrous 
revolution might result from the approaching election. 
No better plan could be followed in bringing about peace 
in Mexico if our neighbors could be made to see it. 
Despite the assuring statements of the Madero govern- 
ment, and even the recent success of the Federal army, 
there is very little prospect of any lasting peace in 
Mexico. The country will eventually be impoverished 
by the continued warfare, and at any moment some great 
massacre or slaughter of American citizens is apt to 
take place which will create such a widespread demand 
for intervention that even the peaceably inclined Taft 
Administration cannot resist it. 

For some reason the great financial interests in Mexico 
are opposed to intervention by this country. The owners 
of large mines, ranches and other industries prefer even 
the present unsettled conditions to any interference on 
the part of the American Government. Every time the 
situation takes a serious turn which appears to suggest 
intervention the big concerns in Mexico rush their agents 
to Washington with the evident purpose of preventing 
any action on the part of this Govérnment which might 
result in the use of the Army. : 

It would appear that these concerns are able to take 
care of themselves without any assistance from the 
Mexican authorities. Large ranch owners and large 
mining concerns are able to maintain small forces of 
armed men which will afford their property ample pro- 
tection; with this large force of employees they are 
virtually independent of the Mexican government, and 
in a sense are a law unto themselves. Men of moderate 
means and laboring men in the employ of railroads and 
concerns controlled by Mexican capital are not so fortu- 
nate. ‘The smaller concerns, it is said, are the prey 
first of the Madero government and then of the revolu- 
tionists, so that many of the small ranch owners have 
been forced to abandon their property and join the 
refugees. This condition cannot continue indefinitely ; 
sooner or later the people in this country will insist that 
the authorities in Washington take hold of the situation 
and endeavor to establish a stable government in Mexico. 
A request from the Mexican government that the Presi- 
dent appoint a commission to conduct an election in 
Mexico, as in Panama, is, however, not to be expected. 

John Barrett, Director General of the Pan-American 
Union, who should be as competent as any man to form 
« sound opinion on this subject, is strongly opposed to 
intervention in any form. In a speech at the annual 
dinner of the Produce Exchange Mr. Barrett said with 
all the earnestness of strong conviction: “I am in daily 
touch by cable and ‘| with every nation to the south 
of the United States. FEivery day I talk with the ambas- 
sadors and ministers of those countries, but I want to 
say to you just as sure as the sun will rise to-morrow 
morning that if we intervene in Mexico with any other 
cause than Mexico’s declaring war on us we will begin 
unending war with all Latin America and forever lose 
our prestige and influence among the countries to the 
south of us. The sovereignty of Mexico and every other 
Latin American nation is just as dear to them as the 
sovereignty of the United States is to us. Let Mexico 
fight out her civil war within her own borders. Better 


that every American should come home than that we 


should wage war in a country where we would spend 
billions of dollars and lose hundreds of thousands of lives 
in a great war with a friendly nation. And what would 
result? Mighty Brazil, progressive Argentina, Chili and 
every country to the south of us would say: ‘If we let 
American capital and Americans into our country we 
may have the intervention of the United States. There- 
fore, let no American commerce come here. Let no 
American capital ‘come here.’ ” 

The suggestion of Mr. Barrett that we are proposing 
to intervene in Mexico is not justified by any position 
this country has taken thus far. But suppose we follow 
his method and recall all Americans. Can we do the 
same with citizens of England, France or Germany? 
Shall we tell them they must vacate Mexico and give 
up their properties there, because the United States has 
decided not to intervene in any circumstances? If we 
should replace the Monroe Doctrine with the Barrett 
Doctrine and make that demand on Europeans in Mexico, 
what would be the natural result? Would not the 
nations of Kurope serve notice on the United States that 
they would enforce the rights of their nationals living in 
Mexico, that even if the United States did recall its 
citizens, they would not but on the contrary would in- 
sist, even at the point of the bayonet, that their citizens 
should not be molested in Mexico? What could the 
United States say then? It could say nothing, nor 
could it say anything when foreign expeditions. should 
land at Vera Cruz? How charming for this country to 
sit back when a joint expedition of the European Powers 
should march across country to the city of Mexico and 
hug the Barrett Doctrine to its bosom, and contemplate 
with sweet serenity the continuance of our friendship 
with Mexico and the other Latin-American republics 
while the foreign nations would be sending their armed 
host to take possession of our nearest southern neighbor, 
as France did for like cause during our Civil War. 
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The total wealth of the United States is estimated as 
seventeen times that of Japan, $130,000,000,000 to 
$7,500,000,000. The total wealth of Great Britain and 
Ireland is sixty per cent. of that of the United States, 
viz., $80,000,000,000. Other nations follow on in this 
order: France, $65,000,000,000; Germany, $60,000,000,- 
000; Russia, $40,000,000,000; Austria-Hungary, $25,- 
000,000,000; Italy, $20,000,000,000; Belgium, $9,000,- 
000,000; Japan, $7,500,000,000; Spain, $5,400,000,000 ; 
Netherlands, $5,000,000,000; Portugal, $2,500,000,000 ; 
Switzerland, $2,400,000,000. The wealth of the United 
States exceeds by $23,200,000,000 the total wealth of 
the eight nations named above having less than Great 
Britain, France and Germany. The per capita wealth 
is as follows: Great Britain, $1,777; France, $1,666; 
United States, $1,429; Belgium, $1,285; Germany, $939; 
Netherlands, $833; Switzerland, $648; Italy, $625; 
Austria-Hungary, $500; Portugal, $462; Spain, $270; 
Russia, $250. The United States has sixty-nine times 
as much land under cultivation as Japan, 873,700,000 
acres to 12,700,000. Commenting on these statistics the 
Oriental Review says: “The Japanese must go abroad 
or ultimately starve to death. The Japanese must ex- 
pand. America, Australia and other countries object 
to the immigration of Japanese laborers, but not to the 
coming of Japanese merchants and manufacturers. These 
people might become pioneers, if only they chose. The 
Japanese have been a seafaring people from the begin- 
ning of their history, and it would seem that their best 
chance of success to-day must lie in this direction. 
They would have succeeded as oversea traders long ago 
except for the prohibition by the feudal government to 
build large vessels. Truly, “Io sea and to oversea lands’ 
should be the clarion call for the whole Japanese nation 
in the future.” 
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On his return to the United States not long ago after 
a stay in the Philippines, where he was A.G. of the 
Philippines Division, Col. H. O. S. Heistand, U.S.A., 
said: “If the United States had accomplished nothing 
since the Declaration of Independence except what has 
been done in the Philippines, that accomplishment alone 
would be a justification for the nation’s century and a 
half of existence. To me the atmosphere of enterprise 
and progress is the charm of the islands. Everywhere, 
and on every hand, in city and province, there was 
something being done for the uplift of country people. 
New roads, new bridges, great irrigating projects, new 
schoolhouses, new municipal buildings, new hospitals, 
railroads extending in all directions, water, and electric 
light and power plants under construction, machinery 
taking the place of the slow hand labor. The develop- 
ment on educational lines has been exceptionally satis- 
factory, and much more instruction is now being given 
in manual training and agricultural science than 
formerly.. This has been brought about by a complete 
change in the mental attitude of the Filipinos. Formerly 
they sought to become clerks, but now they have come 
to regard labor as dignified.” 
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In a letter read at a dinner given in New York city 
on April 14 in honor of Gov. Gen. W. Cameron Forbes, 
of Manila, President Taft said that the solution of the 
Philippine problem is only partly worked out and that 
a good many more years are needed to fit the Philippine 
people to assume the responsibilities of complete self- 
government. “Were we now or within a short time to 
leave the islands,” President’ Taft wrote, “we should 
leave them under conditions which would rapidly bring 
about chaos, and the good we have done there would 
largely be lost.” Governor General Forbes sought to 





correct the impression that the Filipino will not work. 
Under good conditions of honest pay, he said, the Fili- 
pino will work as well as anybody else. 





Good fortune is attending the American administration 
in the Canal Zone to the very end. The past dry season 
on the Isthmus of Panama has been the driest since the 
American occupation began, and probably since the 
earliest French days. The month of April completed 
five months of continuous dry weather. During the period 
from December, 1911, to April, 1912, the rainiall at 
Alhajuela amounted to only 1.02 inches, being the lightest 
on record at any station during five consecutive months. 
The degree of this dryness is shown by the fact that the 
normal rainfall at Alhajuela from December to April is 
13.35 inches. The rainfall for the entire Zone was 
twenty-seven per cent. of the normal for the dry season. 
In conjunction with this dryness came abnormal tem- 
perature records. All previous temperature records were 
exceeded in April at Culebra and Ancon. The maximum 
at Culebra on April 17 was 96 degrees, the highest 
recorded at that station, while at Ancon the new record 
of 97 was established. A record for concrete placing 
in the locks was made at the Pacific locks, where in 
April 107,211 cubic yards were put in, of which 97,751 
were placed at Miraflores and 9,460 at Pedro Miguel. 
The grand total of excavation to May 1 was 168,486,884 
cubic yards, leaving to be excavated 26,836,495, less 
than one-sixth of the entire amount for the completed 
canal. Following the closing of the steel sluice gates 
controling the flow of water through the Spillway Dam 
at Gatun, it has been estimated that the surface of the 
lake will rise approximately thirty-three feet by the early 
part of August next. The concrete work in the Spillway 
is eighty-seven per cent. completed, and for all the locks 
about eighty-four per cent. 
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The House of Representatives wisely sat down hard 
on the following resolution when they ordered it to be 
stricken from the calendar: “Resolved, ete., That the 
President is hereby authorized to instruct the repre- 
sentatives of the United States in the next International 
Peace Conference to express to the conference the desire 
of the United States that the nations represented in the 
conference shall not attempt to increase their territory 
by conquest, and to endeavor to secure a declaration to 
that effect from the conference.” Why should the repre- 
sentatives of the United States be sent on such a focl’s 
errand as this? They might as reasonably be asked to 
express to the potentates of the Old World the desire 
of the United States that they should keep the ten 
commandments. What nation has, in modern times at 
least, set out upon a war of declared conquest? Conquest 
may be one of the incidents of war, but it is never. its 
declared purpose. Not even Napoleon would have 
admitted that he engaged in war for the purpose of 
conquest. 
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Mr. De Young, of the San Francisco Chronicle, who 
has just returned from Hurope, reports that: the Great 
maritime countries are all preparing to profit by the 
completion of the canal. He says: “I believe that there 
are something like 1,500 ships destined for the trade 
that will pass through the canal now in course of con- 
struction in Great Britain and Germany. There has 
arisen a pressing demand from foreign concerns for 
wharfage accommodation at San Francisco and Oakland, 
on the opposite side of the harbor. I do not think that 
there is any serious objection from any European coun- 
try to our fortifying the canal. On the contrary, I 
believe the feeling of European governments in general 
is that it would be better that we should fortify. it to 
prevent the possibility of its destruction or seizure in 
war time—possibly by an Asiatic maritime Power.” 
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In the course of the debate on the Panama Canal bill 
in the House of Representatives, May 16, Mr. Adamson, 
of Georgia, who had charge of the bill, in replying to a 
question from Mr. Slayden, of Texas, said of his inter- 
rogator: “I have great confidence in his judgment, both 
as a civilian and a warrior, and he has been my candi- 
date for Secretary of War for a long time.” If we had 
a man in the White House who was disposed to put into 
the War Office so pronounced a Democrat as James L. 
Slayden he could not find a better man for that office. 
As he was born in Kentucky and represents Texas, Mr. 
Slayden should be a fighting man, and his eight terms 
in Congress, during several of which he has been on the 
Military Committee of the House, have given him a much 
better understanding of things military than the average 
Congressman has.

Because of lack of uniformity in the manner of wear- 
ing the campaign hats issued to officers and men of the 
Marine Corps, Major Gen. William P. Biddle, com- 
mandant of the corps, has issued an order directing that 
the hats shall be worn in the shape issued by the quarter- 
master, with the crown creased from front to rear. He 
says that that crease is not to be pinched together, nor 
any other change made in the shape of the hat, except 
that the brim may be turned down slightly in front to 
protect the eyes from the sun. It is prescribed, also, 
that the hat ornament be fastened in its proper place 
and through only one thickness of the hat. Commanding 
officers are held accountable for the faithful observance 
of this order, requiring new hats to be procured in cases 
of violations. ; 
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Don’t be afraid to give your heated horse all the 
water he wants, is the rather startling advice given by 
Vetn. William P. Hill, 1st Field Art., U.S.A. He says 
the old theory that watering a heated horse will cause 
colic or laminitis (founder) or congestion of the lungs 
depends for its truth only upon the condition of the 
water. If the liquid is too cool then evil results will 
follow, but if moderately cold there is no danger. On 
the contrary, to let a heated horse cool off in his stall 
and then an hour after give him all the water he wants 
is to run the risk of two chills. He refers to the march 
made in March, 1912, by the ist Battalion, 1st Field 
Artillery, from Fort William McKinley to Camp Stotsen- 
burg, near Manila, in the Philippines. The heat was 
excessive and the dust arose in clouds that only artillery 
can stir os The 388 much heated horses were watered 
immediately on reaching camp. Not a horse had to be 
treated for laminitis or colic. Often, says Mr. Hill, 
writing in the Cavalry Journal, one sees horses in the 
Army brought in hot and tied on the picket lines until 
cooled off. They may have come in from a long dusty 
march and not have passed a stream where they could 
conveniently be watered for perhaps the last five miles 
or more. A horse that has taken much exercise loses 
three to six quarts of water from the skin, lungs and 
bowels. The blood requires that this water be restored 
so it can regain its normal consistency, and yet the horse 
is not permitted to drink to — this desire of nature 
to restore equilibrium. Water below seventy degrees is 
too cold for a heated horse, but the water of rivers and 
streams and in the troughs of corrals of Army stables 
in summer, he holds, is not only harmless to the hot 
horse, but beneficial. In winter hot water could be 
added to cold to make it the safe temperature. Con- 
sidering how the American will flood his stomach at 
meals in winter and summer alike with ice-water, it is 
surprising that he ever thinks of safeguarding his horse 
from drinking too cold water. Maybe it would be better 
to have things as they are than to give a wide privilege 
in the matter of watering heated horses and find them 
foundered through the carelessness of the driver in the 
matter of determining the degree of coolness. One of 
the surprising things to a waiter just arrived in the 
United States from Europe is the Americans’ use of 
ice-water whether in summer or winter. “You drink zee 
cold wataire when zee weather ees warm and when 
zee weather ees very cold. You are a strange people, 
vraiment,” was the comment we once heard from a 
Parisian waiter in New York. How can such people 
be expected to have rational ideas on watering horses? 
A gentleman sojourning at a hotel in Rheims, France, 
overheard a waiter describing the latest arrivals as 
“three ice-waters and two G— d—s,” which last is the 
name which Joan d’Are always applied to Englishmen. 
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Capt. John J. Richards, of the Rhode Island Cavalry, 
who was detailed for instruction with the 11th U.S. 
Cavalry down in Texas last year, has made some instruc- 
tive notes. He says, in part: “I noticed willingness to 
depart from the drill regulations, if the occasion seemed 
to warrant it, especially in mass movements. This, in 
many cases, avoided cumbersome and laborious deploy- 
ments of the regiments and resulted in more prompt 
formations. The use of the whistle, or other signal, was 
insisted upon in all drills after the first week, and the 
voice was only used when necessary. Due to the intelli- 
gent teaching and enthusiasm of the men, the instruction 
of 429 recruits assigned to the 11th Cavalry, who com- 
menced drilling March 14, was completed in one month, 
and at the same time the regiment trained 400 horses. 
The recruits worked eight hours or more a day. The 
recruits immediately upon being assigned .to regiments 
were instructed in the rudiments of rifle practice, and as 
soon as practicable sent to the rifle range at Leon 
Springs.” In speaking of discipline Captain Richards 
makes these interesting remarks: “There was a decided 
difference of opinion among the National Guard officers 
regarding the discipline of the Army, some holding that 
the discipline was not as exacting as was the discipline 

- of the Guard, and, therefore, open to improvement and 
criticism. This is apt to be the first impression, and is 
based upon a tendency of the Army officers not to be too 
particular about the men’s personal appearance while in 
the field. I found that the officers were more ready to 
make allowances for the discomforts and limitations of 
camp life than the state officers were. I have seen troops 
stand at inspection with uniforms torn and collar orna- 
ments missing, yet, from my point of view, the discipline 
is excellent. The men were very careful in the matter 
of saluting, and there was prompt obedience to all orders 
of the non-commissioned officers.” In referring to stable 
work Captain Richards says: “The manner in which 
stables is performed is worthy of imitation. The entire 
picket line is under the direct care and control of the 
stable sergeant at all times. He is assisted by the farrier 
and saddler, who are excused from drills in order to 
perform this work. The line is policed and hay dis- 
tributed while the horses are out at drill. The feed bags 
are filled during the day and the horses are fed by these 
men. The horses are groomed in the late afternoon. 
This is, I believe, a decided advantage over early morning 
grooming. The entire troop turns out at water call. In 
the entire troop there were practically no sore backs; 
there were no saddle sores and but two cincha sores, 
notwithstanding no greater care is used in saddling than 
is exercised in the Cavalry squadron of Rhode Island. 
The conformation of the Army horse being, of course, 
superior to the average National Guard mount, sore 
backs are more easily avoided. The saddle blanket seems 
to slip as much in the Regular Service as with us, lead- 
ing me to believe that the trouble is with the saddle and 
the manner in which it is attached to the horse, rather 
than with the men.” 
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In his history of the Ist Regiment, Pa.N.G., Major 
Gen. James W. Latta, retired, of the Pennsylvania Na- 
tional Guard, thus refers to the conditions at Chicka- 
mauga Park during the Spanish-American War, page 
460: “Colonel Good, at home Chief of the Bureau of 
Health of Philadelphia, a veteran experienced in ad- 
ministering the rules of hygiene for the protection of 
the health of his men, was practically helpless against 
the red tape and strict regulations of the U.S. Army, ad- 
ministered by superior officers in the field. As a Na- 
tional Guard regiment we had always encamped in the 
open field, where the purifying rays of the summer sun 
removed all the dampness from the tents and helped to 
disinfect and purify sinks and kitchens. At Chicka- 
mauga Park it was different; the camp as well as sinks 
and kitchens were in the woods, with no opportunity to 
receive the purifying effect of sunlight. The regimental 
camp was crowded to its limit, and the tents were 








crowded with men. The ground where we were re- 
uired to dig our sinks was an impervious soil, with a 
hard rock bottom two or three feet under the surface. 

ominous conditions were at once noted by Colonel 
Good and he applied for permission to encamp in the 
open, but this uest, though urgently repeated, was re- 
fused ; he then asked permission to have our sinks located 
in the sunlight but this was refused; and as a last re- 
sort he applied for disinfectants and this was refused 
with the curt endorsement ‘See Pars. 119-120, manu 
governing Medical Department, U.S.A., and A.R. 1462 
—‘“‘the routine use of disinfectants is prohibited.”’ A 
camp is supposed to be moved before it becomes putrid, 
but we could get permission neither to move nor to dis- 
infect.” General Latta has been long enough in the 
Service to understand that all indorsements are “curt” 
in the sense of being shorn of superfluous verbiage, 
and that the brevity of the endorsement did not imply 
any intention to be brusque. His military experience 
should long ago have taught him also that there is no 
such thing as military red tape, that that term has been 
unreasoningly applied to a well ordered system which 
some of the greatest industrial and commercial businesses 
of the country are now applying to their own affairs. 
Order and system, like other good things, are overdone 
sometimes, but that is no reason for applying an undis- 
criminating and misleading term to a routine that, in 
the large majority of cases, has worked so admirably, as 
in the cases of such great campaigns as those of 
Grant and Sherman in the Civil War, and of the German 
army in the war of 1870 against France. 
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The annual review of the police force of New York 
city on May 18 by the Mayor brought out a fine looking 
body of men, organized in regiments as prescribed in 
the Army Drill Regulations. There were thirteen regi- 
ments of policemen on foot, each composed of three 
battalions of four companies of twenty files each, and a 
mounted regiment composed of eight troops divided 
among two battalions. There were also detachments of 
harbor police, bicycle and motor cycle squads. The 
mounted men in forming line from column, or vice versa, 
did so at the command of the bugle. The saluting dis- 


tances at the reviewing point were in most cases badly 
judged, and when passing the stand to the north of the 
reviewing point commanding officers of different grades 
for the most part would nod in response to the shouts of 
admiring friends, instead of looking straight to the front. 
It was certainly a great temptation to ignore the latter 
military rule, and only about ten officers were able to 
withstand it. There was an annoying delay of close on 
two hours before the head of the column reached the 
point of review, but the crowds of people along the route 
held their places nevertheless. The march began at 
Chambers street and Broadway and ended at Fifth 
avenue and Fifty-seventh street. The reviewing stand 
was at Fifth avenue and Forty-first street, and among 
the special guests with Mayor Gaynor and Police Com- 
missioner Waldo were: Brig. Gens. Tasker H. Bliss and 

. K. Evans, U.S.A., Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, 
N.G.N.Y., Col. William A. Mann, U.S.A., Col. Benjamin 
Alvord, U.S.A., Brig. Gen. George R. Dyer, Col. Daniel 
Appleton, Col. W. B. Hotchkin, Major Francis L. V. 
Hoppin and Capts. A. D. Porter and H. T. Ashmore 
N.G.N.Y., and Lieut. Comdr. E. C. de Kay, N.Y. Naval 
Militia. It was the largest parade of police ever held, 
close on 8,000 men marching past. The alignments and 
step were generally excellent, but distances were faulty 
in many cases. The band of each regiment turned out 
of the column and played while the organization to which 
it belonged was passing, and then fell in again at its 
rear. There was a presentation of medals to honor men, 
and a committee for the traffic squad presented to Mrs. 
Waldo a‘gold badge made in the form of a wheel, with 
the horse’s head, which is the insignium of their branch 
of their service, in recognition of the interest which she 
has taken in the men who regulate the travel in the city 
streets. 
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A revised edition of the “Landing Force and Small- 
Arms Instructions, U.S. Navy,” prepared under the 
direction of the Navy Department by Capt. W. F. 
Fullam, U.S.N., has been printed and is now ready for 
issue by the Naval Institute. Copies of this new 
edition will be furnished to the graduating class of mid- 
shipmen at the Naval Academy, and will no doubt soon 
be issued for general use of the Service. The new 
edition is upon the same lines as the former book. All 
the essential principles of the new Army Infantry 
Regulations have been incorporated, but all unnecessary 
and bothersome changes have been resisted, in order that 
the officers and men of the Navy need not be needlessly 
harassed by constant changes in little matters that do 
not affect co-operation with the Army, and which are 
not necessary in actual service or for practical work 
with landing forces. A small addenda, prepared by 
Lieut. J. F. McGill, U.S.M.C., has been added to the 
“Street Riot Formations.” The “loadings” and “firings” 
and the paragraph concerning the bayonet have been 
made to conform to the Army Regulations, and there 
have been a few minor changes in the arrangement of 
the book. Under instructions from the Navy Depart- 
ment, “Salutes” and “Honors” have been made to con- 
form to the U.S. Navy Regulations, in such a manner 
that changes in the latter may not affect the Infantry 
Regulations. The new “Extended Order” will be more 
practical and far simpler than formerly, and this chapter 
will require careful study. As regards “Close Order” 
the principal change is in the movements by squads— 
the squads always stepping off, without command, at the 
completion of a turn into line or column, instead of 
taking the short step. 
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A recent visitor in Baguio, P.I., believes that the 
advantages of the Baguio School for Boys, known also 
as Bishop Brent’s School, are not fully known to Army 
people. “No more wholesome, congenial life can be 
found for growing boys,” writes our correspondent, who 
is the wife of an Army officer. “The age is from ten 
up, but boys of eight have been enrolled. A boy can be 
fully prepared for Yale or Harvard. The life is ideal, 
and reminds one of ‘Plumfield’ in Louise Alcott’s ‘Little 
Men.” The heart sad from parting from home surround- 
ings is soon made happy and content. Baguio climate, 
except during the rainy season, which is mid-summer 
vacation, is ideal. The open fires in the dormitories 
breathe forth a mellowing influence. Parents coming to 
the islands need not hesitate over bringing their bovs, 
and before long Bishop Brent hopes to do as well for 
our girls, much of which depends on getting women with 
a missionary spirit equal to the headmaster and his 
assistants.

Dickinson two years ago during his visit to Mindanao 
cast doubt upon the accuracy of the statement of 
Francis E. Woodruff, of Morristown, N.J., in a letter 
to the Springfield Republican, that “during the war of 
conquest the Igorrotes of Luzon and the Moros of Min. 
danao recognized and obeyed the authority of the Philip. 
pine Republic,” and that therefore if the American 
authority were withdrawn from the Philippines the 
Moros would be allies of the Filipinos. 
bered that the leading Moro men were assembled in a 
mass meeting at which Mr. Dickinson referred to the 
suggested abandonment of the islands by the United 
States and the substitution of Filipino for American 
government. Solemn asseverations were made to the 
Secretary of War by the most prominent of the datus 
present that rather than submit to being governed by 
the Filipinos they would go to war. Against the state- 
ment of Mr. Woodruff may also be set off the assertion 
of Dean C. Worcester, Secretary of the Interior for the 
Philippines, who made several exploring expeditions in 
the Philippine Islands before the Spanish-American War, 
and who is admitted by students of Philippine ethnology 
to have no superior in knowledge of the race conditions 
of the archipelago. Mr. Worcester has repeatedly said 
that the withdrawal of United States authority from the 
islands would be the signal for the Moros to attempt 
the conquest of the islands and the establishment of the 
Mohammedan government and the Mohammedan religion 
as paramount in the islands. Mere religious differences 
do not account for all the animosity between Moro and 
Filipino. On the contrary, in several places where the 


Filipinos have governed there have been resident Moros - 


who have made reports of Filipino injustice amounting 
to tyranny and legalized plunder, and, these reports 
receiving wide currency among the Moros, those people 
have formed a very lively apprehension as to what they 
might expect if they were subjected to the dominance 
of the Filipinos. 
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In a long article giving an account in detail of Army 
relief work the New York Evening Post says: .‘‘Wherever 
there is suffering by reason of fire or flood or storm or 
any other of nature’s causes—there you will find, within 
a short time after the catastrophe has occurred, cartloads 
of Army tents, blankets and provisions, the whole under 
supervision of alert officers of the Quartermaster’s and 
Subsistence Departments of the U.S. Army. In fact, 
the War Department, and the Navy Department, too, 
for that matter, have come to play almost as important 
roles in the rescue field as on the battlefield. When 
San Francisco quaked to dust and then was swept by 
flames, it was the troops from the Presidio that violated 
every canon of our civil law, took control and saved the 
tottering situation. When Messina, in Sicily, was 
smashed by another terrible earthquake, it was the U.S. 
Navy that rushed a whole shipload of naval stores to 
the aid of the stricken Italians.- In the last few weeks, 
since the deluge of the spring freshets began to wash 
down the Mississippi and crumple up the dikes and 
levees, the Army has once more been to the fore in the 
same role. And, according to the most recent despatches, 
the Navy, likewise, has taken a hand in the game. Over 
in the navy yard they will tell you that this is only as 
it should be. What one branch of the Service can do, 
the other can do also. The Navy guards its prerogatives 
of assistance as jealously as does the Army. If the 
commanders of the battleship Nebraska and the gunboat 
Petrel had failed to attack the problem of supplying 
relief in their vicinity they would have been considered 
sadly remiss in duty by their brother-officers, if not by 
their superiors. Always do anything that the Army 
does—if you get the opportunity; that is an unofficial 
rule of the naval service.”

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The cruise of the Confederate Alabama and the heavy 
damages awarded to the United States in compensation 
for the havoc wrought by this and other vessels fitted 
out in British ports during the Civil War are recalled 
by the news that the pennant of the historic privateer 
is now in the possession of a London gentleman, and is 
coming under the hammer at the end of July. Though 
the Alabama was not the only vessel for whose cruise 
the United States held Great Britain responsible, she 
inflicted by far the greatest damage on American 
shipping. A wooden steam sloop, built for speed, she 
was fitted out for purposes of war, allowed, owing to the 
supine negligence of the British government, to leave 
English shores unmolested. At the Azores she was 
taken charge of by Raphael Semmes, who had already 
sent many a good ship to the bottom of the sea while 
in command of the Sumter, another steam vessel belong- 
ing to the Confederates. The Alabama began her work 
of destruction in the North Atlantic; then, after cruising 
for a time in the West Indies, doubled the Cape of Good 
Hope and continued her career in the East Indies. In 
all she captured some sixty-five vessels, most of which 
were sunk. After eighteen months of stern warfare the 
Alabama sailed for Europe and anchored in Cherbourg 
Harbor, on the north coast of France. Here she was 
met by the Federal warship Kearsarge, with the result 
that in little more than an hour the Alabama was lying 
at the bottom of the Channel, Captain Semmes and most 
of her officers and men being rescued. The pennant of 
the Alabama was saved from the wreckage and came 
into the possession of a French family, who eventually 
parted with it to the English gentleman who now owns 
this interesting relic.

Brig. Gen. Ramsay D. Potts, commanding the Central 
Division, announces the make-up of a provisional regi- 
ment, under instructions from the War Department, 
from the 4th, 26th, 27th and 28th Regiments of Infantry, 
to determine the correct organization of an Infantry 
regiment and all its component parts, ete., as follows: 
Col. Robert N. Getty, 27th Inf., is assigned as colonel;

DETACHMENT FOR OBSERVERS AND UMPIRES. 


This detachment will consist of one officer, one ser- 
geant and ten orderlies, mounted, six privates, two 
wagoners and one cook. The sergeant, one cook, two 
wagoners, three orderlies, six privates and eight mounts 
from Fort Snelling; four orderlies and nine mounts from 
Fort Sheridan ; three orderlies and six mounts from Fort 
Crook. Of these mounts, ten (which should be equipped) 
are for observers and umpires (private mounts, if any, 
included in the ten). The commanding officer, 28th In- 
fantry, will designate an officer to command this detach- 
ment and look after the officers’ mess. The detachment 
will take care of the camp and mounts of observers and 
umpires. F 

This camp will be entirely separate from the provi- 
sional regiment and must be complete in all necessary 
equipment for eleven officers and the enlisted men of the 
detachment. There will be supplied for the camp of 
observers and umpires, in addition to regular allowance 
of camp equipment, one hospital tent and fly with light 
office equipment, and two cooking outfits, one for the 
officers and one for the enlisted man. 

THE BAND. 

The band of the 27th Infantry, increased as may be 
necessary from the 4th Infantry and 28th Infantry 
bands, will form the band for the provisional regiment. 
The instrumentation will conform as nearly as prac- 
ticable to the following: 

One piccolo, one Eb clarinet, six Bb clarinets, one 
alto saxophone, one tenor saxophone, one baritone saxo- 
phone, four horns (or altos, if horns not available), 
three trombones, two Bb cornets, four Bb trumpets, two 
haritones, one Bb bass, one Eb bass, one BBb bass, one 
bass drum, one snare drum and one cymbal. 

FIELD MUSIC. 

The field music will consist of twelve musicians 
equipped with the new style bugle only, and twelve 
musicians equipped with drum in addition to the bugles 
(new style). The musicians of a — will be desig- 
nated bugler and drummer, respectively. oth musicians 
will carry the bugle and the drummer will in addition 
carry a drum. On the march the drums may be swung 
under the seats of ammunition wagons. 

The buglers and drummers will play their respective 
instruments, both as a bugle and drum corps and in con- 
nection with the band. Drummers should also be taught 
to sound ordinary bugle calls. Buglers and drummers 
will be taught by the trumpeter sergeant, or other person, 
under supervision of the regimental adjutant; company 
commanders will teach them the duties of company 
signal men and messengers. Commanding officers will 
arrange so that buglers and drummers divide their time 
equally between company and field music instruction. 

On the march or in the field or in field exercises they 
remain with their company. For ceremonies or when 
marehing to music through towns or camps bugle and 
drum corps will assemble and join the band. Only 
buglers will be placed on the musician of the guard 
roster. Of the thirteen drums at Fort Snelling the 
commanding officer of that post will have sent by express 
to Fort Sheridan four, to Fort Crook three and to Fort 
Brady one. 

TRANSPORTATION AND EQUIPMENT FOR DETACHMENT FOR 
OBSERVERS AND UMPIRES. 

Two wagons with necessary teams and camp outfit will 
be taken from Fort Snelling. ; 

The personnel not attached to organizations will 
accompany the troops from their posts to point of con- 
centration of the regiment, except the personnel pertain- 
ing the band, which has been provided for above. 

Enlisted men who are to be discharged prior to Aug. 1, 


1912, except those who intend to re-enlist without fur- 
ough, will not be assigned to nor accompany any 
organization of the provisional regiment. 

The provisional regiment will concentrate at Dubuque, 
Iowa, on June 5, 1912, and from there pr 
marching to Sparta, Wis. The route and conduct of the 
pec be announced after the regiment has been 
assembled. 
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GOVERNMENT OF CANAL ZONE. 


Much of the time of the House during the past week 
has been devoted to discussing the bill (H.R. 21969) 
“to provide for the opening, maintenance, protection and 
operation of the Panama Canal, and the sanitation and 
government of the Canal Zone.’ Mr. Adamson, who 
had charge of the bill, said: ‘“‘The committee has labored 
hard and faithfully to ascertain what is right and wise 
in the premises. It has succeeded, if not to its own 
satisfaction, in agreeing on a bill unanimously with the 
exception of two sections. I will say that the work 
of the committee is agreeable to the canal authorities 
with the exception of one section. That section the Chief 
Engineer did not object to on account of its merits, but 
because he did not believe that a great work like this 
ought to be blocked by any matter that could be other- 
wise disposed of without encumbering so great a project, 
and also that it might diminish the tolls and traffic in 
opening the canal. The committee has perfected and 
will submit a committee amendment in the nature of a 
substitute for that section.” 

The purpose of Section 11 is to prevent any railroad 
company from having any interest in any common carrier 
by water with which it may compete. Section 10 pro- 
vides “That after the Panama Canal shall have been 
completed and opened for operation it shall not be lawful 
for any person to go, be or remain upon or pass over 
any part of the Canal Zone without the permission of 
the governor of the Panama Canal, except United States 
soldiers, sailors and marines and their officers, and the 
employes operating the Panama Canal.” 

The concluding sections are as follows: | 

Sec. 13. That in time of war in which the United States 
shall be engaged, or when, in the opinion of the President, 
war is imminent, such officer of the Army as the President 
may designate shall, upon the order of the President, assume 
and have exclusive authority and jurisdiction over the opera- 
tion of the Panama Canal and all of its adjuncts, appendants, 
and appurtenances, including the entire control and govern- 
ment of the Canal Zone, and during a continuance of such 
condition the Governor of the Panama Canal shall, in all re- 
spects and particulars as to the operation of such Panama 
Canal, and all duties, matters, and transactions affecting the 
Canal Zone, be subject to the order and direction of such 
officer of the Army. 

Sec. 14. That this act shall be known as, and referred to 
as, the Panama Canal Act. 

Section 4 provides for transferring the control of the 
canal when completed from the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion to a governor with a salary of $10,000, to be ap- 
pointed by the President with the consent of the Senate 
and to hold office for four years. The question arising 
as to whether an Army officer would not forfeit his 
commission if he accepted this office, Mr. Adamson said: 
“It has occurred to me to submit to the committee at 
the proper time the propriety of offering an amendment 
providing that an officer of the Army or Navy or a 
civilian may be eligible without forfeiting his present 
position.” ; 

In the course of the debate the following was said: 

Mr. Mann: ‘Mr. Chairman, the President has power 
to remove any of the commissioners at any time, and 
make any change that he may desire. Personally I have 
always been opposed to the form of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission. ‘The House did not favor it when it was 
created, and has repeatedly voted to abolish it. And in 
saying that I want to say that I think I am on terms 
of very close friendship with Colonel Goethals, with 
Major Sibert and other members of the commission.” 

Mr. Sims: “Colonel Sibert?’ 

Mr. Mann: “Yes; Colonel Sibert now. He used to\be 
Major Sibert. There has been, possibly, at times friction 
between members of the commission, and I have heard 
it stated privately on the floor of the House in years 
gone by that if the commission were abolished Major 
(now Colonel) Sibert might lose his position. I should 
not have favored that, because while I a Colonel 
Goethals the greatest engineer that this country has ever 
produced, yet I am quite willing to concede to Colonel 
Sibert the greatness which he possesses, especially as to 
the work upon the locks for the canal. Several years 
ago, when this matter was before the House—two years 
ago—I went to the President and asked him squarely 
whether it would be his intention, if the Canal Commis- 
sion were to be abolished, to dispense with the services 
of the gentlemen then performing their respective func- 
tions upon the canal, and especially whether he would 
be willing to dismiss for any reasons Major Sibert. He, 
entertaining the same views, apparently, concerning these 
gentlemen that I have now expressed, stated that so far 
as he had ‘control of the matter—and of course he would 
have absolute control of the matter—if the commission 
were abolished he intended to maintain Colonel Goethals 
in his position and Major Sibert in his position.” 

Mr. Sims: “Include Colonel Gorgas in it, too.” — 

Mr. Mann: “Well, Colonel Gorgas was also mentioned, 
and he is in the same position. Now we have gone 
ahead with the Isthmian Canal Commission. It has been 
a success, although there have been times when trouble 
was almost on the point of breaking it up. I believe 
that the gentlemen who have directed the canal down 
there are entitled to remain in their positions, whether 
they are called canal commissioners or engineers in 
charge, and share the glory which comes with the opening 
of the canal.” 

Mr. Borland: “The amendment of the gentleman from 
Massachusetts [Mr. Weeks] is to preserve the present 
commission in existence until 1913. It does not make 
any specific mention, as I understood it, of the rest of 
the force, but aims simply to preserve the present com- 
mission in existence. ow, the committee have provided 
that the President, at such time as his judgment ap- 
proves, may dispense with the commission and thereafter 
complete the canal by the employment of such persons 
as are necessary. It does seem, under that, that the 
President can have the authority, and will exercise it, 
probably, to continue the members of the commission in 
their respective offices of responsibility and honor, so far 
as is necessary to the completion of the canal. There 
is absolutely no question about that, and Major Sibert 
and Dr. Gorgas, and Major Gaillard, or any others o 
those gentlemen down there who have been acting on 
the commission may remain. It is somewhat of a rigid 
body, composed of a number of men who are receiving 
a salary of $14,000 a year. One of these men—and I 
do not mean to be invidious in making a com arison—is 
not an active engineer, but is appointed to the position 
of civil governor of the Zone. ow, the civil governor 





of the Zone looks after the police and schools and the 
roads and the saloon licenses and things like that; that 
is, he is supposed to do so, and he is supposed to pardon 
a few offenders out of the workhouse. ut as a matter 
of fact we are paying him $14,000 down there for the 
performance of duties that do not compare with the 
duties of a mayor of a town in the States up here of 
2,500 or 3,000 inhabitants.” 

Mr. Fowler: “I want to commend the committee for 
fixing the salary at $4,000 a year less than ed to 
each of the canal commissioners, but a further uction 
can be made without doing violence to the salary of this 
new appointive office. Mr. Chairman, a salary of $5,000 
is a princely salary to pay to the governor general of 
that little zone down there. What are the arduous 
duties, what are the things that call for anything except 
ordinary intellect and ordinary ability? hat is there 
connected with the government of this zone that is greater 
in its character, that requires more force, more intelli- 
gence, more ability than that of a governor of one of 
the states of this Union? [Applause.] And yet, Mr. 
Chairman, there are few governors that get a salary 
of $10,000 a year, even in the big, populous states with 
a complex government.” 
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CHANGES IN NAVY UNIFORMS. 


The following is a summary of the changes in the 
uniforms of officers of the U.S. Navy decided upon by 
the Navy Department May 21, 1912: 


Blue Cap: The crown and quarters to be stiffened, 
so as to hold its shape, using a grommet of whalebone, 
bamboo or other non-metallic material. 

Shoulder Straps: Abolished. 

_ Shoulder Marks: Abolished. Corps and rank will be 
indicated on the white service coat and mess jacket by 
metal devices fastened to a strap of the same material 
as the coat, stitched on at the shoulder seam, as on the 
Marine Corps blouse. 

Boat Cloak: To belong enough to reach to two inches 
below the top of knee cap when worn over epaulettes. 
Collar to be of black velvet of same width as now. 

Frock Coat: Cut off the buttons at the bottom of the 
coat tail behind. In front, cut off the top buttons, so 
that the buttons will be spaced for six (double-breasted), 
show five in each row, and button four. Remove attach- 
ments for shoulder straps, which are abolished. ‘There 
is no change in the cut or style of the coat. 

Evening Dress Coat: Cut off the buttons at the 
bottom of the coat tail. 

Special Full Dress Coat: Cut off the buttons at the 
bottom of the coat tail. 

Blue Service Coat: No change. 

White Service Coat: Add strap of same material on 
shoulders, let in at sleeye head seam, and reaching to 
the end of the collar; width at sleeve head seam, 244 
inches, narrowing to 1% inches at % inch from upper 
edge, finishing in a point; fastened by a small Navy 
button centered at % inch from the point of the strap; 
to carry metal insignia, rank mark ¥% inch clear of sleeve 
news seam; % inch clear space between rank and corps 
marks. 

White Mess Jacket: Same change as above. 

Collurs : With all coats, only plain standing collars 
to be worn, with square corners, meeting or overlapping 
in front, no flaps, lapels, ete. 

Sleeve Buttons and Bosom Studs: To be of plain gold, 
bosom studs not more than one-quarter inch in diameter. 

Shoes : High black shoes always to be worn with 
leggins. High shoes to be worn with all uniforms except 
service dress and evening dress. Pumps not to be worn 
i Se any uniform. White sock to be worn with white 
shoes. 

Rearrange Epaulette Insignia: For officers above the 
grade of lieutenant, place the corps device on the shank 
of the epaulette, and the rank device on the frog. For 
officers of the rank of lieutenant or below, the axis of the 
anchor, or other corps device, to be parallel to the axis 
of the epaulette shank, crown of the anchor, or stem 
of leaves, to be out. 

_ Full Dress Belt: For flag officers hereafter commis- 
sioned to be of silk and gold webbing, gold stripes as 
at present, but woven in, not of raised embroidery. 
Junior lieutenants and ensigns, and others of the same 
rank, to wear the same full dress belt as lieutenants. 

Lieutenant commanders and officers of the same or 
lower rank wear one inch gold lace on full dress trousers, 
special full dress coat collar, and cockade of chapean. 
This change affects the rank of ensign only, for which 
formerly the width was % inch. 

Blue Evening Dress Waistcoat: Abolished. 

Uniform for Retired Officers: Retired officers not on 
duty are not required to wear or have uniforms.

ALLEGED JAPANESE PLOT. 


In the U.S. Senate, May 15, Mr. Fall, of New Mexico, 
had read an article recently appearing in the El Paso 
(Texas) Times, of which he said: “I would not 
ordinarily ask that a newspaper article should be read 
and printed in the Congressional Record, but this 
clipping came to me from as responsible and reliable a 
man as there is in the southwesterh country. He is a 
man who is representing very large interests in Mexico, 
not the corporation interests, but the interests of seven 
or eight thousand American colonists in the Republic of 
Mexico. Accompanying this newspaper article was a 


letter from this gentleman. I know him and have known 
him for years. I can vouch absolutely for his responsi- 
bility. I have not dared to send the letter to the desk 
and to have that printed, because to publish his name 
in connection with this article with the contents of his 
letter might possibly cause very grave complications and 
might inure to his injury, as he is engaged in Mexico, 
and the interests of those whom he represents are 
altogether in the Republic of Mexico.” 

The article quoted consists of a report of statements 
made by Peter F. Aiken, now serving a six months’ 
term in El Paso jail for — a shipment of arms into 
Mexico in violation of the. President’s proclamation. 
Aiken, who was a Japanese spy in the Russo-Japanese 
war and later a spy for the Mexican government, 
describes in detail an agreement he declares was made 
between representatives of the Japanese government and 
Orozco, by which Orozco, in consideration of the receipt 
of the money required to finance his revolution, is to 
give Japan if he succeeds certain Mexican territory. 
Aiken says: “During the conference the map passed from 
one side to the other, being marked at each passing by 
the Japanese with red ink. The marking indicated the 
places which were to be given to the Japanese govern- 
ment as consideration for the money to be furnished 
Orozco by them. Magdalena Bay, Aiken said, was the 
first place marked by the Japanese. They selected other 
points, Vera Cruz being among them. After the cere- 
mony of marking was concluded the Japanese, Aiken 
said, drew forth two bulky parcels, containing legal cap 
paper, embodying the terms of the agreement. One was 
the original and the other the copy, and had already been 
signed by the Japanese. Both were handed over to 
Orozco and he signed both, returning the original to the 
Japanese representatives. All then shook hands, and 
the Japanese departed.” 

Aiken declared that EB. S. Rogers, of St. Paul, formerly 
a Congressman from Minnesota, has in his custody 
papers showing the details of this transaction with the 
names of the Japanese representatives and maps of 
Mexico prepared by him for Aiken, — the points 
at which the Japanese assert they could land in the 
event of a war with the United States. He declares that 
the Japanese figure they could never waste time in 
taking the Philippines, which they could do without any 
serious trouble, but would land their troops at Magda- 
lena Bay and other coast points of Mexico, and would 
then invade the United States. With the Japanese spies 
that Japan has at present in the United States, Aiken 
says, they could organize a formidable army. He en- 
listed in the Japanese army as a spy in Washington, 
D.C., being accepted by the ambassador of Japan, he 
says, after his first application.

LAUNCH OF THE TEXAS. 


The 27,000-ton battleship Texas for the U.S. Navy, 
the largest warship in the world to date, was launched 
at Newport News, Va., May 18, being christened by 
Miss Claudia Lyon, the fourteen-year-old daughter of 
Col. Cecil Lyon, Republican National Committeeman of 
Texas. Among those who witnessed the launch of the 
mighty ship, which entered the water without the slightest 
hitch, were President Taft’s daughter, Helen, and Secre- 
tary Meyer, of the Navy, and Secretary MacVeagh, of 
the Treasury, as well as the wife and daughter of Gov- 
ernor Colquitt, of Texas, and members of both branches 
of Congress. Miss Lyon, who named the Texas, was 
attended by Miss Mary Colquitt and several other young 
girls, daughters of prominent Texas politicians. 

The Texas, which when completed will have cost 
$10,000,000, is at present the most powerful warship 
afloat. Ready for sea with all her stores on board she 
will have a displacement of 28,367 tons. She will be 
the first vessel to carry 14-inch guns, of which she will 
have ten, and will be unique also in that she will carry 
5-inch rifles in place of the 3 and 4-inch, which, as a 
rule, equip the secondary batteries. Pe. 

he dimensions and general characteristics of the 
Texas are: Length over all, 573 feet; extreme breadth, 
95.2 feet; draught on trial, 28.6 feet; trial displacement, 
27,000 tons; full load displacement, 30,000 tons; coal 
bunker capacity, 3,500 tons; cruising radius, 8,000 miles ; 
indicated horsepower, 30,000; speed on trial 21 knots. 

In addition to her 14-inch guns the Texas will carry 
twenty-one 5-inch rifles for the secondary battery. The 
turrets on which the 14-inch guns will be mounted are 
to be electrically controlled. The guns are so arranged 
as to make it possible to fire all ten on either side, thus 
giving the vessel the most powerful broadside fire of any 
warship afloat. Two of the turrets containing the 14-inch 
rifles will be located forward of the superstructure, and 
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the other three will be aft of the smokestacks. With 
this arrangement all the guns in the forward turrets can 
be fired dead ahead, and those of the after turrets dead 
astern. To make this possible one turret fore and aft 
is elevated above the other. 

f the secondary battery of twenty-one 5-inch rapid- 
fire rifles two will be located on the superstructure above 
the main deck and the remaining nineteen on the gun 
deck below. There will be nine in each broadside and 
one at the stern. In addition to the guns and the two 
field pieces to be used by the marines from the ship in 
shore fighting, the Texas will be equipped with two 
submerged torpedo tubes, one on the starboard and one 
on the port side. The ship will sit about thirty feet out 
of the water forward, and is so designed that when 
running in a rough sea the waves will not break over 
her bow and interfere with the work of firing the guns 
in the forward turrets. 

In defensive construction the Texas also will be un- 
surpassed by any vessel afloat. On the water line, 
extending from a point about 100 feet from the bow 
and running back to the stern, will be a belt of armor 
eight feet wide and eleven inches thick above water and 
nine inches thick below water, covering the center por- 
tion of the ship to protect the boilers and machinery. 
The armor belt tapers to a thickness of six inches at the 
stern, and along the water line will extend about six 
feet below the full load line, so as to afford protection 
when the ship is engaged in a fight in a heavy sea, which 
would cause her to roll. 

Above the water line armor belt will be two other 
belts, having a maximum thickness of eleven inches 
amidships and tapering to nine inches at each end. These 
belts will be 400 feet long and will afford protection for 
the 5-inch rifles, the smokestacks below the main deck 
and the hospital. The armor on the sides and back of 
the turrets will be nine inches thick, and that on the 
front fourteen inches thick. In addition to this the 
turrets will be covered with armor five inches thick. 
The conning tower will be protected by armor twelve 
inches thick. 

All of that part of the hull of the ship forward of the 
forward armored bulkhead and all of that part of the 
ship aft of the after armored bulkhead down to the pro- 
tective deck, it is calculated, could be shot away and 
the ship be able to continue to float and fight. Beneath 
the protective deck of the Texas are three distinct hulls, 
and in order to sink the ship a torpedo would have to 
pierce all three, and in case the torpedo hits the vessel 
amidships it would have to pierce the three hulls and 
also the coal bunkers before the ship would be destroyed. 

The Texas will be propelled by twin screws, driven 
by two reciprocating engines of a combined indicated 
horsepower of 30,000. She will be manned by a crew 
of 1, men and will have sixty-three officers. The 
quarters for the crew will be below the main deck, as 
will also be the galleys. The vessel will be ready for 
delivery to the Government, it is expected, in about 
May, 1913. 

When completed the Texas will not be unlike the 
Delaware. She will have two skeleton masts, each of 
which will be 100 feet high. The vessel will be equipped 
with but few lifeboats, provision being made for only 
one launch, four big cutters, two whaleboats and one 
admiral’s barge. 
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AVIATION NOTES. 


There is a sort of poetic irony in the danger that 
birds are causing for aviators by deranging the mechanism 
through collision with the flying machine as if deter- 
mined to give their delicate lives as a protest against the 
invasion of their realm of travel, the last one to be 
entered by ever-aspiring man. Mrs. Mabel Rodgers, 
widow of Calbraith P. Rodgers, the transcontinental 
aviator who was killed at Long Beach, Cal., more than 
two months ago, says that a dead seagull which was 
wedged in the rudder of the aeroplane, and which broke 
the control wire when he tried to turn the craft out 
over the ocean, proved that her husband met his death 
not by attempting any foolhardy feat. She says that 
Mr. Rodgers constantly expressed fear of just such an 
accident happening to him, as he found it difficult to 
dodge a frightened bird. Blériot, the famous French 
aviator and aeroplane manufacturer, has made a report 
to the French government on the recent fatal accidents 
to aviators, including several army aviators. He main- 
tains that the folding down of the wings of the aeroplanes 
observed by eye-witnesses indicates that in the volplané 
a sudden change of pressure from the under to the upper 
side of the wings has caused a breaking of the sustaining 
guys, and not the breaking of the wings themselves. 

The record of aviation fatalities for 1912 is growing 
rapidly as the season advances. On May 13 at Brook- 
lands, England, the British aviator, FE. V. Fisher, was 
killed by being pitched out of his machine from a height 
of 150 feet. His passenger, Victor L. Mason, whose 
death was referred to in our issue of May 18, fell with 
the machine and was killed under the wreckage, which 
caught fire, the body of the victim being burned before 
being extricated. On the same day Raymond Wheeler, 
student aviator, of Washington, was killed, and Peter 
Glasser, also a student aviator, of Billings, Mont., re- 
ceived probably fatal injuries while making a flight at 
St. Louis, Mo. The aeroplane became unmanageable in 
a high wind and crashed into a telegraph pole, falling 
forty feet to the ground, burying the two students in the 
wreckage. The gasoline tank exploded, and it was with 
difficulty that the two men were dragged from the 
wreckage before they were burned. 

_ Much interest has been awakened abroad by a military 
biplane just brought out by Henry Farman which can 
be dismantled for transport by road in two minutes and 
reassembled for flight in three minutes. An order of 
the French War Department provides that every militar 
aeroplane shall have the Farman system of soutiol, 
lateral and ascensional. The Farman biplane won a 
sweeping victory at the hydro-aeroplane competitions re- 
cently held at Monaco, on the Mediterranean. 

The New York Sun says: “A competent aviation corps 
the U.S. Army must have, and Congress might as well 
make up its mind to pay the bill now as later. In vain 
will veterans like General Allen show the way to the 
youngsters if extra compensation for the risk taken is 
not assured. They are always ready to lead forlorn 
hopes on the battlefield; at the call of their country they 
will go where glory waits. But what glory can there 
be in flying about an aviation field in a flimsy and un- 
stable aeroplane? Another dead airman, though an Army 
officer, would make only an obscure item in the day’s 
printed news. Yet the business is undeniably risky, as 
dangerous as a sortie or as most assaults unon an 
entrenched position. As routine duty it should therefore 
not go unrewarded.” 

Up five hundred feet in an aeroplane Arch Freeman 
dropped bags of flour. representing bombs, on May 20 
on Forts Heath and Banks. in Boston Harbor. and on 
the battleships Rhode Island and Missouri, lying in the 





stream. Each bag of flour contained this message: 
“What if this bomb were sixteen ounces of nitro- 
glycerine, instead of flour?’ ‘There would be nothing 
left of us,” Col. Adam Slaker, C.A.C., of Fort Banks, 
is quoted as saying. The aviator ought to have sent 
one more questien down in a flour bag: “How long would 
I live up here if marksmen were shooting at me?” At 
that distance both aviator and machine would have been 
riddled. Five hundred feet is a less height than some 
of the skyscrapers, and one needs only to look up to the 
top of such a building to understand how easily high- 
power rifles would destroy any aeroplane as near the 
earth as that. 

Capt. F. B. Hennessy returned to the Army Aviation 
School at College Park, Md., from New York, where 
he attended the international aeronautical exhibition, 
greatly pleased with what he had seen. He was par- 
ticularly interested in the exhibits of the Wright brothers, 
the Curtiss people and the Burgess company. Lieuts. 
Roy C. Kirtland, Henry H. Arnold and Leighton W. 
Hazlehurst, jr., also attended the show, as did Capt. 
Charles De Forrest Chandler and Lieut. Thomas DeWitt 
Milling. Orville Wright on May 18 took to the Army 
Aviation School at College Park a new Wright biplane, 
which is to be tried out for the military aviators. Among 
the new features of the machine is a double system of 
control by which both operators may use right hand 
levers. Other aeroplanes having double control have one 
right hand set of levers and one left hand set. 

In line with the suggestions of certain officers of the 
U.S. Army who maintain that extra pay should be given 
to those detailed to aviation duty on account of the 
hazardous nature of the work is the pension bill for 
military aviators which has passed the first and second 
readings in the German Reichstag, and which ranks 
accidents occurring in aerial duty on the same level as 
casualties incurred in time of war. 

Capt. Paul W. Beck, 18th Inf., has recently finished 
a chapter on “The Future of Army Aviation” for “The 
Curtiss Aviation Book,” which Glenn H. Curtiss is pre- 
paring for the Stokes Company. Captain Beck, like 
Major Butt, started out as a newspaper man, and 
entered the Army from civil life. onsequently his 
accounts of aviation have a popular appeal not often 
found in technical literature. 

From England comes the report that Commander 
Samson with his hydro-aeroplane circled the fleet May 8 
at a height: of a thousand feet and remained in the air 
for an hour, alighting in broken water. Horace Short, 
inventor of the hydro-aeroplane, declared that as a result 
of that test the aerial machine will change naval warfare 
completely. Commander Samson was able to see the 
rocks under the water, and it would therefore be easy 
to locate a submerged submarine. ‘You may take it,” 
said the inventor, “that the aeroplane has knocked out 
the submarine. ‘The latter’s effectiveness depends upon 
its invisibility. Now that is gone. The submarine has 
met its match.”

LONDON ARMY AND NAVY STORES. 


In view of the plan to establish a co-operative store 
for the benefit of the military and naval services in this 
country we have made inquiries concerning the operation 
of the “Army and Navy Co-operative Society Limited” 
of London. An English gentleman who has with various 
members of his family dealt with the London society for 
many years says: “You ask me about stores like the 
Army and Navy. No doubt these large stores are taking 
hold, when well managed. There are numerous branches 
of the Army and Navy, under different names, such as 
the Auxiliary, Junior A.N. and Indian branches, as 
well as the Civil Service stores. In addition, there are 
others like Harrod’s, which is enormously successful, 
and Selfridge’s, which is now, I think, firmly established 
and on the right road to prosperity. In the older stores 
a good deal of the prosperity is due to the cash payments. 
I have an account at the Army and Navy, and more 
than once, when I was overdrawn, even a trifle, my 
order has been held back until my deposit was made up 
again. The same thing holds good about all other 
branches and at the Civil Service; but in Harrod’s and 
Selfridge’s they give credit on the usual references. I 
think the undertaking has been very profitable in Eng- 
land; indeed, it has for years been almost a national 
institution. Probably you have been there and know 
how the stores are crowded with nice, high class people, 
largely made up of professional men, army officers and 
public servants. Hundreds, if not thousands, lunch and 
dine there daily for a mere trifle, and they are a sort 
of meeting place, where one can write letters and post 
them, or buy anything from a package of pins to an 
automobile.”

The capital of the society is £60,000, divided into 
1,200,000 shares of one shilling each. ‘The annual divi- 
dend was two shillings per share, free from income tax. 
The gross profits from the trading and miscellaneous 
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accounts amount to £495,002 9s. 6d., and the working 
expenses to £291,467 18s. 11d., leaving a net profit of 
£203,584 10s. Td.; adding this figure to the amount 
prought forward from last year (£69,869 7s.), the result 
is £273,403 17s. 7d. Deducting the sum of £63,500 paid 
for interim dividend and income tax, a balance of 
£209,903 17s. 7d. remains, of which £120,000 was paid 
in dividends and £13,750 for various expenses, leaving 
a surplus of £76,153 17s. 7d., or $380,769.38, the busi- 
ness of the year showing a net profit of $700,172.54. 
The assets were estimated at $9,823,281.20, including 
$3,303,520.77 stock and $159,537.08 in money. The 
estimates in American money are on the calculation of 
five dollars to a pound sterling. The Society has an 
employees’ provident and gratuity fund which amounts 
to £107,540 7s. 5d. The cost of administering this fund, 
including medical supervision, is paid by the Society. 
Besides this the Society contributed to the fund last 
year £2,099 5s. 8d., and the employees subscribed 
{3,638 5s. 7d., interest at four per cent. being credited 
to the fund on the books of the Society to the amount 
of £3,896 14s. 8d. The amount paid for benefits to 
employees was £20,717 7s. 3d., or over $100,000. The 
annual catalog of the Society is a volume of 1,393 
pages, nearly as large as a dictionary, with a smaller 
supplementary catalog. ‘These volumes are profusely 
illustrated and offer for sale every conceivable thing 
from a baby’s rattle to a grand piano; from a ni ht 
shirt to a full camp outfit; from “Widow Welch’s pills” 
to an imsurance policy which should very properly 
supplement the medicine. ‘ 
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GENERAL PERSHING’S RIDE. 

Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Mindanao, made a long ride in the Benguet and 
the Mountain Province in March, which the chroniclers 
of the islands are fain to designate as a “record hike,” 
to the disgust of the ‘General, who affirmed he was not 
after records, that his rides have some other purpose 
than that. With General Pershing were an official of 
the Bureau of Education, Major Daniel Van Voorhis, 
PS. (Capt., U.S. Cav.), Lieut. Innis P. Swift, aid to 
the Moro department commander, and Lieut. Sumner M. 
Williams, 7th U.S. Cav. They accompanied an Army 
pack train over dangerous and difficult trails, traversing 
400 miles in eleven and a half days, an average of a 
little less than thirty-five miles a day. Many accidents 
occurred to the pack animals. In making a turn one 
of the pack mules was crowded off the trail, dropping 
down the cliff and breaking its neck. At another time 
one of the seasoned animals landed safely on a ledge 
after a drop of 300 feet. An attempt was made to lower 
it with ropes to the bottom, but the rope gave way and 
he plunged another fifty feet. On landing the venture- 
some mule began cropping grass, with the aplomb ex- 
pected of an Army mule. 

General Pershing and several officers left Baguio by 
automobile on March 2, going down the Benguet road 
to Tayug, Pangasinan, where the other officers, pack 
train detachment and orderlies were met. They began 
the trip that afternoon, going to Nozo, where the first 
night was spent. On March 4 the detachment pitched 
camp in Payawan, Mountain Province, for the night. 
At Payawan Capt. O. A. Tomlinson, Phil. Constabulary, 
joined General Pershing’s detachment to make the greater 
part of the trip. The return trip from Lubungan to 
3ontoe, a distance of fifty-two miles, General Pershing 
accomplished in one day. 

The entire party left Bontoc at 12:30 p.m., March 10, 
reaching Bauco, Lepanto, that night, and at six p.m., 
March 138, the arduous experimental trip was ended in 
the summer capital of Baguio. As General Pershing 
dismounted he heard one Infantry officer exclaim: “Well, 
talking about physical test rides, what’s the matter with 
yours, General?” 

Mounted officers may profit by the _——— explana- 
tion made by the Mindanao Herald of April 6, 1912, 
of the method by which General Pershing was able to 
make the trip so successfully : ‘“‘The General is a fearless 
rider, as hard as nails and seemingly tireless. These 
traits, combined with knowledge of the care and limita- 
tions of a horse and a willingness to dismount and run 
with the horse for several miles in order not to lose time 
while the horse is resting, are what enables him to cover 
long distances without injury to the animal. A man of 
his type at the head of a cavalry force would probably 
demonstrate what cavalry worthy of the name could do, 
and an adversary would have just cause for a little 
reflection.” ‘The benefit that comes to a horse from 
timely dismounting is, of course, known to all cavalry- 
men, but perhaps may not be so well known to mounted 
officers of the Infantry. General Pershing began his 
service in the Army after graduation from West Point 
as an officer in the 6th Cavalry, then going to the 10th, 
the Ist and the 15th Cavalry, the latter being his last 
line command before becoming a general officer. Natur- 
ally he is a good rider and knows just what to do to 
get the most and best out of his mount. This “hike” of 
General Pershing is referred to elsewhere in this issue. 
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VICENNIAL REUNION, CLASS OF 1892, U.S.N.A. 


To celebrate the twentieth anniversary of the day of 
their graduation, the members of the class of 1892, U.S. 
Naval Academy, will hold a reunion in Annapolis and 
Washington on the 7th and 8th of June; former mem- 
bers of the class, who were not graduated with the 
others, will participate in the reunion, and it is expected 
that about forty will foregather. ‘This reunion is due 
to the efforts and initiative of Comdr. C. T. Jewell who, 
after much investigation, has succeeded in tracing all 
the former members of the class, who are scattered from 
Maine to Mexico; by special arrangement, some of these 
will attend the alumni banquet on June 6. The reunion 
will culminate in a banquet in Washington on the eve- 
ning of June 8. 4 : ; 

Commander Jewell has experienced great difficulty in 
tracing some of the former members of the class. In 
this connection, it is suggested that the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL start and endeavor to keep up a column of 
“Alumni Notes,” similar to the publications kept up at 
tiany colleges, through which trace could be kept of

Stitt, were honorably discharged after . graduation.

Payne are on the retired list of the Navy. The follow- 
ing are still on the active list: Comdrs.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


In an effort to establish a large ice free base in the 
Baltic, Russia will make Reval a place of great impor- 
tance. There are to be two drydocks for the largest 
battleships, another for cruisers and a double dock for 
torpedo craft, and probably a floating dock of 30,000 tons 
capacity. This latter, like the one to be built at 
Nikolaieff, will presumably be from British designs. 
Reval will also have all the shops and plant necessary 
for refitting and equipping vessels, and will be provided 
with a large oil and coal depot, stores, magazines and a 
hospital, and the place will be defended both on the sea 


and land sides. Much work is also projected at Kron- 
stadt. The ports in the Black Sea will undergo similar 
development, and the great dock will be capable of bein 
increased from 30,000 normal lifting capacity to 40,

The sum crowns (approximately 
$3,360,000), subscribed by the public for the construc- 
tion of a battleship for the Swedish navy, was presented 
to the King May 7 by a deputation representing the 
donors. King Gustav expressed his profound gratitude 
for the magnificent gift and for the demonstration of 
the Swedish people’s generosity and patriotism. 

King George of England spent a long day May 10 off 
Weymouth on board the battleship Neptune, which 
headed the first and second squadrons of the fleet out 
into the Channel for gun practice and battle maneuvers. 
The weather continued hazy, but the two battle 
squadrons carried out their gunnery practice fifteen 
miles out at sea. The chief feature was the excellent 
results secured by the battleship Orion’s 14.5 guns, which 
made twenty-one hits out of the twenty-eight rounds 
fired. King George watched the target shooting with 
great interest and signaled his congratulations. The 
day’s maneuvers at sea ended with a submarine attack 
on the battleships Neptune and Hercules. Larlier in 
the day King George inspected the hydro-aeroplane in- 
vented by Horace Short, on which Acting Comdr. Charles 
R. Samson on May 9 carried out a series of evolutions 
around the British fleet. The facility with which the 
hydro-aeroplane was maneuvered was a revelation to 
everyone not immediately attached to the naval flying 
corps. 

The Turkish Grand Vizier declares that Italy’s naval 
operations in the Adgean Sea will not modify the atti- 
tude of Turkey, which is resolved to resist Italy to the 
end. If the Italian warships attack the Dardanelles, 
he said, it would be imperative to close the straits again. 
It is his personal opinion that peace eventually will 
come through some medium, but only after recognition 
of Turkey’s effective, not merely theoretical, sovereignty 
over Tripoli and Cyrenaica. 

Lecturing before the Iron and Steel Institute, J. M. 
Gledhill, of Armstrong, Whitworth and Company, 
builders of battleships and other vessels, said there now 
were whispers of the manufacture of an 18-inch gun 
weighing between 150 and 200 tons. 

A remarkable order of the day has been issued by the 
Russian Minister of War, announcing that forty-two 
infantrymen were wounded by shell fire in the recent 
maneuvers. The Minister adds the curious statement: 
“These men were in advance of the guns.” 

The Chinese are in trouble at Lhasa. The garrison 
of 2,000 soldiers is held up in the southern suburbs of 
the city by the Thibetans, and in order to defend itself 


has razed some historic buildings. Some 200 Chinese 
soldiers have been killed. They await a reinforcement 
of 5,000 from Sze-Chuan, which is stated to have passed 
Balong on its way to relieve the hard-pressed garrison. 
The border tribesmen, well paid by the Chinese, are 
also marching to Lhasa. The Thibetans are furious at 
the overbearing manners of the Chinese, who have in- 
sulted their Lamas and even condemned them to death. 
The Chinese correspondent of the Statesman, on h 
way from Gyangtse to Kalunpong, met a caravan convey- 
ing twelve boxes of modern rifles for the use of the 
Thibetans who are besieging Lhasa. The Dalai Lama, 
in security on British territory, awaits with intense 
interest the result of the struggle. Both Tibet and 
Mongolia aspire to independence. 

“Tom” Mann, president of the Eyndicaliat Education 
League and a labor leader, was found guilty in the 
Court of the Assizes of Manchester, Hngland, of having 
endeavored to influence British soldiers from their duty 
and sentenced to six months’ imprisonment. Mann was 
arrested on March 21, after he had delivered a speech 
at Salford in sympathy with the coal strikers. Before 
being sentenced the labor leader addressed the court. 
He argued that when acting under the civil law. the 
soldiers were only citizens, and commands given them 
must, therefore, be lawful commands. He denied that 
he had endeavored to influence soldiers as soldiers from 
the performance of their duty. His sentence later was 
reduced to two months. 

The new Japanese battle cruiser Kongo was launched 
May 18 from Vickers’ yard, Barrow-in-Furness, in the 
presence of the Eapenaee Ambassador and many of the 
foreign naval attachés, as well as thousands of the gen- 
eral public. The Kongo displaces 27,500 tons, and is 
the heaviest battle cruiser yet built. She is one of four 
sister ships, the other three of which are being built in 
Japan. She carries eight 14-inch guns and sixteen 6-inch 
guns. She is fitted with turbine engines estimated to 
develop a speed of twenty-eight knots. 

The German cruiser Goeben, while undergoing her 
steam trials May 20, attained a speed of 30.5 knots, beat- 
ing the Von Moltke’s record of 29.9 knots. The Von 
Moltke developed a speed of 2914 knots last September. 
She is the flagship of the German squadron and will 
visit America. 
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AN ENLIGHTENED GOVERNOR. 


State of Maine, Office of the A.G., May 14, 1912. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

At a review of the Portland companies of the Coast 
Artillery Corps of the National Guard and the Portland 
divisions of the Naval Reserve of the state of Maine at 
Portland Wednesday evening, May 8, his Excellency, 
Governor Frederick W. Plaisted, made a brief address 
concerning the present day work of the state troops. 
Being a very faithful reader of your paper, I think that 
parts of Governor Plaisted’s address may appeal to you, 
and I am therefore enclosing clipping giving its text. 

To refer to another matter: In common with other 
National Guardsmen in this and other states I am glad 
to see that there will be no opposition on the part of 
the Guard to allowing the Federal Government to fix the 
conditions under which the Militia will receive pay for 
armory drills. Under date of April 18, in writing Gen. 
Edward C. Young, of the executive committee of the 
National Guard Association, in relation to the new draft 
of the so-called Federal Pay bill, I said: 

_T heartily approve of any amendment to the original 
bill which will insure to the Federal Government a 
proper return for any money it may spend in payment 
of National Guard troops, for I do not believe that any 
self-respecting National Guardsman desires to be recom- 
pensed on any other basis. The only criticism I have to 
offer lies in the question of whether it is wise to couple 
with the Pay bill a provision designed to make the 
Organized Militia available for service outside the terri- 
torial limits of the United States. In my opinion the 
latter legislation should be enacted separately and imme- 
diately, leaving the matter of pay to be covered in a 
supplementary bill. As I read the new draft it would 
appear that under Section 9 the act would not take effect 
until July 1, 1913, which would mean that the President 
could not avail himself of the right to call forth the 
Militia before that time. In other words, it would hold 
the Militia in its pregent unsatisfactory status until 
July 1, 19138. If I am in error in this I should be 
pleased to have you set me right, as I believe the National 
Guardsmen generally desire to have their forces made 
immediately available for war purposes, even if they 
cannot secure Federal pay for another year.”

In the speech referred to Governor Plaisted said: 


“I do not need to tell the officers and men of the 
National Guard and Naval Reserve of Maine that the 
service requirements of to-day are much higher than 
ever before. But while the requirements are higher, 
the satisfaction of attainment is proportionately in- 
creased, and it is going to be a great and lasting satis- 
faction to know that you have qualified for your positions 
under rules laid down by the War Department—that the 
insignia of rank which you wear has been fairly won. 
In the military and naval services, as in other branches 
of endeavor, nothing which is really worth while is to 
be had without conscientious work. In this day of high 
development in the business and professional world there 
is no permanent place for the drone, the fault-finder or 
the man who can do but won’t. One by one they are 
pushed aside by the men with enthusiasm and capability, 
men who know the work is hard, but who glory in the 
achievement. 

“It is these men who win their way to the front in 
professional and commercial oo and it is these men 
who are making the National Guard and Navel Reserve 
of this state successful and dependable organizations. 

“It is particularly gratifying’ to the commander-in- 
chief to note the hearty co-operation which comes from 
the splendidly qualified officers and men of the Regular 
Army and Navy. The professional soldier and sailor 
have extended the right hand of fellowship to the men 
in the state service, and they are working hand in hand 
to strengthen the national arm against the hour of war’s 
alarms. We welcome the assistance of the Federal forces, 
and I take this occasion to express my appreciation of 
what they have done for the officers and men of the 
National Guard and Naval Reserve of the state of Maine. 

“IT have said that it is an inspiration for the citizens 
of Maine to look upon her loyal sons who wear the 
uniform of their state and nation. I wish that more 
citizens might see and appreciate the work you are d 
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in your armories, your schools and your camps of in- 
struction. I believe that if they could they would heartily 
endorse your organizations and that business men would 
make it easier for their employes to join the state forces. 
Under the discipline and animated by the spirit which 
— the National Guard and Naval Reserve to-day 

believe it is a good school for any young man, and 
that the obedience, the loyalty and the self-reliance which 
it teaches will make any young man more efficient in his 
daily work and a better citizen of his state and nation.” 





SOME ARMY STATISTICS. 
To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

The following, taken from the 1912 Army Register, 
may be of general interest : 

Officers, not including Philippine Scouts, were ap- 
pointed as follows: 2,228 from the Military Academy, 
2,514 from civil life, 669 from Army. Of those appointed 
from the first two classes 670 have had enlisted service ; 
therefore the total with such service is 1,339; 1,706 
served in “Volunteer or provisional organizations”; four 
on the active and 465 on the retired list had Civil War 
service; 254 are of foreign birth. 

The retired list shows a decrease of eleven general 
officers, but an increase of four in the total thereon. 
Senior in age born July 10, 1820. Longest in continuous 
commissioned service: Retired list, entered June 29, 
1846; active list, entered March 1, 1867. Longest in 
continuous service: Retired, entered as cadet July 1, 
1843; active, entered as cadet July 1, 1866. f 

One officer still on active list first entered May 1, 1863, 
but his service has not been continuous. One graduate 
of the M.A. after serving as an officer served as an en- 
listed man and was subsequently appointed from civil 
life, while another who graduated, but not commissioned, 
enlisted and was subsequently appointed from the Army. 
One officer holds two medals of honor, and one holds 
both a medal of honor and certificate of merit. Two 
brothers appear with a difference in age of eight and a 
half months. One officer was discharged as an enlisted 
man Jan. 12, 1861, and re-entered as an officer Jan. 22, 
1867. One officer has four Christian names, while 
another has none. The name “Davis” is exceeded by 
that of “Smith” only, while the two are equal in the 
number of general officers. Of the five lieutenant gen- 
erals two started their careers as privates, none of them 
served in every commissioned grade, and none is a 
graduate of M.A. : . 

The additional officers reached their maximum number 
March 30, 1912, and were reduced one on April 1, 1912, 
and from now on there will be a reduction. The follow- 
ing will show how rapidly changes occur: Of the officers 
appointed Feb. 2, 1901, as first lieutenants of Infantry 
a few had so many younger men ahead of them that they 
could not count on their captaincies before their retiring 
dates. All are now captains, and the oldest has fourteen 
years yet before retirement. 

Lineal promotion was established in 1890. Therefore 
starting from then and taking cases where both officers, 
promoted simultaneously to the grades of captain and 
first lieutenant, still remain in the Infantry, we find the 
following :

The differences in the second column are due to the 
increases of 1898 and 1901 and staff details. 
The registers for the years 1900 to 1904, 1906 and 
1907 do not show all the changes of the preceding year, 
and it would take some time to figure out the data.

To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

I have read with much interest a letter published in 
your issue of May 18, 1912, signed “Army,” from Fort 
Russell, Wyo., relating to Bulletin No. 15, issued by 
Gen. William Verbeck, the Adjutant General of New 
York, entitled, “Instructions to a Newly Enlisted man.” 

In this letter “Army” takes exception to that part of 
the “instructions” which directs orderlies to carefully 
refrain from saluting officers of less rank than their 
commanding officer. 

As a soldier of the “old” Army I trust you will permit 
me to chip in the remark that during his discourse this 
hypothetical “grizzled old sergeant,” who is supposed to 
be instructing a raw recruit, takes a number of long 
chances, not toe say tremendous risks; for, should he 
have had the misfortune to serve with some of the 
Regular officers I have known, it’s safe to allow he would 
now be a “grizzled old” private, retired, assuming he re- 
mained “in” during the development of the said grizzle. 

This talk business is all very well in its proper place, 
but neither his “kindly eye” nor his “shaggy eyebrows” 
would save him after he became ensnared with the habit 
of toting about for the enlightenment of rookies such 
pearls of military knowledge as: “Don’t copy after some 
few officers who bluster and storm with brave oaths. 
They peter out on the firing line.” Or even: “The newly 
appointed subaltern, with little experience, will often 
set you a bad example by misusing his saber. He slashes 
at imaginary daisies and digs holes in the ground with 
the point.” Or yet again: “Simple as all this (eyes 
right) is, there isn’t one company and captain in ten 
that executes it properly. Most often it is ‘Eyes right!’ 
about twenty paces away, then ‘Present saber’ when you 
are on top of the reviewing officer. Another favorite 
way is to reverse this and have the ‘Present saber’ pre- 
cede ‘Eyes right!’ Other captains invent still more 
ingenious methods of beating out the Drill Regulations, 
all tending to confuse poor you and make a ragged 
appearance of your company in review.” 

Our newly enlisted man is then informed: “You have 
got to be polite to us non-commissioned officers also, but 
no saluting and no ‘Sir’ to us, nor bobbing up and down. 
You must be just as obedient to a corporal as to the 
major general, but you can cut out the frills.” 

With the exception of the non-saluting of orderlies, 
the grizzled old sergeant is probably at his best when 
he says: “Drive the (tent) pin in the direction of the 
guy, so that when water shortens the guy rope enough 
pins are pulled out to relieve the strain. Result: No 
tents torn nor pins broken.” 





Perhaps the result should 
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more properly have read: No tents will remain standing 
when the wind begins to blow. 

Later this unfortunate candidate for guardhouse honors 
learns: “If the company officer who is detailed to stay 
with the cooking is on the job, and if the men line up 
at mess call according to the principles of the great 
American post-office line, your company will have quickey, 
better and hotter food than any in the regiment.” 
Further along he learns something about the commanding 
officer, namely: “In camps of instruction where there 
is no valuable property in jeopardy bayonets are not 
fixed (on guard), but if through some fool order you find 
yourself with bayonets on take care how you stab at 
anyone. You could puncture a man without knowing it, 
and that would mean ‘hara kiri’ for both of you.” Then 
again: “If you have any complaints to make do it after 
you have performed your duty.

He does not 
mention who the captain may happen to be. Possibly 
the grandmother; who knows?

HINDSIGHT AND FORESIGHT. 


; Atlantic City, N.J. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

In the year 1868 the bill for the purchase of Alaska 
from Russia was urgently pressed by the Administration 
and quite as urgently opposed in the House, many 
eminent members speaking strongly against it. Mr, 
Washburn led the opposition and was ably seconded by 
General Butler, and was sustained by Mr. Peters, of 
Maine, and others, all of whom denounced Alaska as 
“absolutely without value.” “What did we want with 
more territory when we already had more than we knew 
what to do with?’ Especially, “What did we want with 
a territory chiefly noted for the production of icebergs 
and polar bears?” 

The territory was purchased for $7,200,000, and since 
the purchase Alaska has yielded in furs, fish and gold 
about $150,000,000. The salmon industry alone now 
yields about $10,600,000 a year. The gold output in 
1910 was $18,275,400. The enormous value of the coal 
and other mineral deposits is yet to be estimated. 

_ Statesmen are supposed to be farsighted, and some- 
times they are; but sometimes they are not. It is but 
human to err, and even statesmen may be painfully 
nearsighted. : 

In the year 1845, on the Fourth of July, in Boston, 
with the citizen soldiery before him in festive array, 
Charles Sumner delivered a very able and _ scholarly 
oration on “The True Grandeur of Nations.” If you 
have never read it go to your library at once and get it 
and read it. It was a splendid plea for peace, and set 
forth in the darkest of colors all the miseries and horrors 
and cost of war. It is questionable whether any of the 
recent arguments in favor of peace and against war were 
overlooked in that fine and scholarly effort. One of the 
chief arguments dwelt upon in that masterly oration was 
precisely that which we so frequently hear to-day, viz. 
that “preparation for war invites war.” 

I have often wondered whether Charles Sumner himself 
did not see some good reason some fifteen years later for 
questioning or at least modifying that statement; 
whether, when sitting in the U.S. Senate (as a boy I 
saw him sitting there) deliberating for the prosecution 
of the greatest war of modern times, it never occurred to 
him that the leading theme of his oration may not have 
been a great mistake, at least in such a world as we were 
living in then? May it not fairly have occurred to him 
as a debatable question whether preparation or un- 
preparation for war does most invite war? Was not the 
very unpreparedness for war on the part of the U.S. 
Government at that time the most enticing temptation 
to its enemies to make war upon it? It has often been 
remarked, and I think it is true, that had there been 
20,000 Regulars in Washington at the outbreak of the 
Civil War that war would have ended at Bull Run with 
little loss, instead of ending four years later at Appo- 


mattox after untold loss of blood and treasure. Is it 
not true to-day, as it was nearly 2,000 years ago, as 
enunciated by the Christ himself, that “When a strong 


man armed keepeth his palace his goods are in peace, 
but that when a stronger than he cometh upon him he 
taketh from him all his armor wherein he trusted and 


divideth his spoils’? Peace is indeed a most blessed: 


thing, but the are of peace in this miserable old world 
is still, and will, I fear, long remain, a readiness to fight, 
Be ready to fight, and you can live in peace; be unready, 
and you will have to fight, whether you want to or not. 
As I look at it, one of the greatest enemies of true peace 
this country has developed in recent years is that Dem- 
ocratic caucus that lately voted to cut down our naval 
program to next to nothing, and one of these days the 
nation will waken up to that solemn fact. If it were 
not so serious a matter it would be most laughable to 
consider how these false economists and mistaken peace 
zealots will “howl and lament” some future time—when 
it is too late. In the language of Patrick Henry, ‘Men 
may cry peace, peace, when there is no peace. Sir, we 
must fight.” 

“The Army and Navy forever’—or at least for a good 
many years yet. When we get to Heaven we shall not 
need either the one or the other, for there can be no 
navy in a country where we are told “there shall be no 
more sea,” and in a land where “the nations shall learn 
war no more” there will be no need for an army. But 
we are not in Heaven yet. When Heaven has come 
down to earth, and all men and all nations have “kissed 
the Son of Peace,” then only may we disband our armies 
and navies; but that blessed time has evidently not 
come yet. hen will men of the present day come to 
understand that the great office of our Army and Navy 
is not to make war, nor to invite war, but to prevent 
war by always being ready for war? Be ready for it 
and it will not come; be unready and it will wurely come. 

May I just add this word: Few people more truly 
know how to appreciate the blessings of peace, or pray 
God more heartily for its long continuance, than the 
veterans of the great Civil War—as is here testified by

Referring to the assumption of command of the De- 
partment of Texas by Col. Edgar Z. Steever, 4th U.S. 
Cav., vice Brig. Gen. Joseph W. Duncan, deceased, the 
E! Paso, Texas, Times, says: “Colonel Steever has had a 
stormy career as an Army officer and has been under fire 
in more than fifty engagements. He has seen forty-five 
years of service in the Army, four of which were spent 
as a cadet at West Point. He was sent to the Military 
Academy from Pennsylvania in 1867 and four years later 
he graduated second in a class of more than fifty. He 
was then made a second lieutenant and sent West to 
what was then the Indian country. He remained in the 
West about twenty years and made a good record for 
himself. Later he served as instructor of mathematics at 
West Point during a period of four years. Afterward he 
was placed in charge of the military engineering depart- 
ment of the School of Application at Fort Leavenworth. 
In 1899 he was sent to the Philippines as a major of the 
3d Cavalry. When this regiment came home Colonel 
Steever came with it, but went back as colonel of the 
4th Cavalry. While in the islands he commanded United 
States forces in no less than thirty-five battles. After 
the war he was sent to the island of Sulu, where he was 
made Governor, having the Sultan of Sulu and about 
300,000 Moros under him for several years. During the 
campaign in the Philippines Colonel Steever marched 
almost 8,000 miles through mountains and forests, and 
has a record for always winning every engagement in 
which he participated. He is said to be one of the most 
efficient and intellectual officers in the Service and is 
recognized as such by the War Department. In this 
district Colonel Steever has gained much popularity as 
the right man to be in charge of the troops along the 
Mexican frontier. He has deeply studied the Mexican 
situation and perhaps knows more about it than any 
other officer in the Service. He now has charge of all 
troops in the states of Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas and 
New Mexico, and has but two more years to serve before 
being retired, on account of his age.” 

A court-martial will meet at Fort Adams, Newport, 
R.I., June 4, for the trial of 1st Lieut. Howard K. 
Loughry, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A. The charges grew 
out of an explosion of ammunition at Fort Greble on 
April 2 last, which resulted in the death of a corporal, 
it being alleged that Lieutenant Loughry failed to per- 
sonally supervise the loading of the ammunition. he 
court is composed of Col. Clarence P. Townsley, Col.

Lieutenant Loughry 
is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1906, and is a 
graduate of the Coast Artillery School, class of 1911. 

Harry S. Tinsley, U.S.A., who was 
recently tried by a G.C.M. and found guilty of absence 
without leave and embezzlement, has been sentenced to 
dishonorable discharge, with loss of all pay and allow- 
ances, and to confinement at hard labor for six months.

Explaining how it would be possible, with an ex- 
penditure of about $34,000,000, to make Hell Gate as 
safe as Sandy Hook, to make Little Hell Gate navi- 
gable, to remove all obstructions and deepen the rivers 
to an extent to permit their safe navigation by large 
vessels in all the waters surrounding New York city, 
Col. William M. Black, C.E., U.S.A., in charge of the 
New York district, was the guest of the Commission to 
Investigate Port Conditions and Pier Extensions in 
New York Harbor on May 20 in a tour by tug about 
the waters of the harbor. The trip began at Pier A 
and was up the North River to Spuyten Duyvil, 
through the Harlem River to the East River, thence 
north to the entrance to Long Island Sound, then south 
to the Battery. The plan of the Engineers for the im- 
provement of the East River calls for an expenditure of 
$32,533, This includes the work from off the Bat- 
tery to the entrance to Long Island Sound. One of the 
Shoal areas is in the channel off the Battery, and is 


1,400 feet long, while another through the reefs off 
Hallet’s Point is about 300 feet long.

In an article on Major Gen. Leonard Wood the Manila 
Cablenews says: “We in the Philippines first knew 
General Wood in 1903, when he came to the islands via 
India and the Straits Settlements, studying. colonial 
governments as he came, and creating thereby a little 
uneasiness on the Commission for fear Roosevelt 
destined him for civil governor in addition to military 
command. Assigned to command Mindanao and made 
governor of the Moro Province, Governor Taft in less 
than a month said he could fairly feel that a strong hand 
had gripped the whole southern end of the archipelago. 
His administration of Moroland and later command of 
the division were full of constructive work, including 
particularly the betterment of relations between Ameri- 
cans and Filipinos, and retrenchment in military expendi- 
tures, as might have been expected from his administra- 
tive triumphs in Cuba. His appointment as Chief of 
Staff was apeented throughout the Army as that of a 
man originally brought into the line under a bad system, 
but who had unmistakably made good. NHssentially 
progressive, it was to be expected that the Chief of St 
would run afoul of the forces of moss-grown conservatism 
in the War Department. His idea of so restraining the 
several departments and branches of the Army that there 
would be no more piecemeal legislation increasing the 
Army by jerks without regard to a symmetrical reor- 
ganization aroused the antagonisms of some bureau chiefs. 
His patriotic idea of the creation of a reserve, of the 
proper proportions between the several arms of the mobile 
Army, and his advocacy of the strategic concentration 
of the Army in three groups of posts along the two sea- 
boards and in the great middle section, and his belief 
that legislation for the Army should be had only with 
reference to the whole, have rallied the Army behind 
him to-day. His patience under the abuse of the House 
Military Committee’s report and his calmness in assertin 
his authority as Chief of Staff show his splendid self- 
control under trying circumstances. Wood is one of the 
really big men of our nation, and the Army. is fortunate 
in having him at its head.”

Availing himself of his position as secretary of the 
“Law and Order Alliance of New York State,” Rev. 
George T. Lemmon writes a truculent and abusive letter 
to the Secretary of War concerning the bill to give 
certain dismissed cadets a new trial, and other matters. 
Though this letters shows a degree of ignorance which 
is only equalled by its impudence, Secretary Stimson has 
taken the trouble to answer it at some length, instead 
of throwing it into the waste basket, as he might reason- 
ably have done; for argument is wasted on such men as 
Lemmon. It is perhaps well, however, that Mr. Stimson 
should put himself in such a position that Lemmon 
cannot, short of direct dishonesty, publish his mistaken 
statements without accompanying them with the Secre- 
tary’s correction. To the distorted vision of Reverend 
Lemmon the willingness of the Secretary to allow the 
cadets a new trial in accordance with law “looks like 
a surrender of your Department to the aggressive liquor 
interests of the country,” and he inquires as to the right 
of Chaplain Smith, of Governors Island, to interest him- 
self in the restoration of the canteen. He asks: “What 
is your office going to do in the matter?’ To which the 
Secretary replies: “I do not regard the assumption of 
the duties of a chaplain by a clergyman as disqualifying 
him from performing what he believes to be his rights 
and duties as a citizen, any more than I should regard 
your position as a clergyman as disqualifying you from 
doing your duties as a citizen as secretary of the Law 
and Order Alliance. I should be sorry that Mr. Smith 
differed from my views, but I should regard it as highly 
improper to attempt to crush or suppress his honest views 
as a citizen by my military authority. This much in 
answer to your question as to what I am going to do 
about it.”

Major Palmer E. Pierce, U.S.A., who has been on duty 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., and who for several years 
has been president of the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association, has sent his resignation to the executive 
committee of the organization.

The Battle of Gettysburg Commission has addressed a

There will doubtless be many 
casualties among these veterans between now and the 
date of the celebration, but a fair and helpful approxi- 
mation of the number to be expected can be secured in 
the manner we hereby suggest, and we very earnestly 
solicit your personal good offices in the matter.” 








A newspaper despatch from Fabens, Texas, May 21, 
says: “Open hostilities between the United States troops 
guarding the American border and Mexican rebels were 


-averted narrowly early this morning at a point opposite 


Fabens, which is thirty-nine miles east of El Paso. 
American territory at the point where’ the trouble oc- 
curred extends a mile south of the Rio Grande and 
American troops were guarding the real line when c 
band of rebel soldiers, evidently unaware that the river 
did not form the line, came into view. The American 
troops, men of Troop B, 4th U.S. Cav., chased the rebels, 
800 strong, across the line.

200 feet to prevent trouble, but State Rangers C. H. 
Webster and Charles Moore advanced to the line and de- 
manded that the rebels hold a parley. The rebel cap- 
tains, one of whom was José Cordoya, explained that 
they did not recognize the United States soldiers.”

Assistant Secretary of the Navy Winthrop on May 24

He 
was brevetted brigadier general in 1865, after having 
received a medal of honor from Congress for valiant 
services at the battle of Resaca, Ga., in 1864, while 
captain of Company D, 12th N.Y. Volunteers. He was 
acting as aid and assisted in preventing the Union troops 
from firing into each other. Subsequently General Oliver 
engaged successfully in the powder business. Among the 
societies of which he was a member are the M.O.L.L.U.S., 
the Society of the Potomac and the Netherland Society 
of Philadelphia. 

Mrs. Elizabeth B. Kernan, mother of Lieut. Col. 
Francis J. Kernan, A.G. Dept., U.S.A., died at Wash- 
ington, D.C., May 15, 1912. 

Ord. Sergt. Matthew Duggan, U.S.A., who saw forty 
years of continuous service in the Army and was retired 
in 1898, died on May 20, 1912, at his home, No. 216 
Jamaica avenue, Astoria, L.I. He was seventy-four 
years old.

ARMY WORK IN FLOOD DISTRICT. 


The New Orleans Picayune of May 20 tells us that 
with a little over four hundred thousand dollars, repre- 
senting what is left of the $837,000 appropriated by 
Congress for the care of indigent flood sufferers, Major 
J. E. Normoyle, Q.M. Dept., U.S.A., will undertake to 
feed, in rough numbers, nearly two hundred thousand 
people, who were rendered homeless by the rising waters 
of the Mississippi River, until June 1, or such a time 
as normal conditions have been restored. The Picayune 
says: “Major Normoyle has had the situation in charge 
as the representative of the Federal Government since 
April 4, and his years of experience in handling big 
projects for the United States well qualified him for the 
task, and to-day the Major’s name is held in the highest 
veneration by the unfortunates in all the overflow dis- 
tricts, who have felt the effects of his complete and far- 
reaching system of prompt aid. The story of the way 
Major Normoyle grasped the situation and brought some- 
thing like order out of chaos reads like a narrative from 
the ‘Arabian Nights,’ for the manner in which stricken 
districts were reached through the Army oflficer’s efforts 
reminds one of the magic power of the genii’s lamp, the 
possession of the Arabian youth, Aladdin.” 

The subsidence of the flood waters of the Mississippi 
River will by no means end the labor of the members 
of the Army Medical Corps, U.S.A., that have been 
working in conjunction with the Red Cross in practically 
the whole of the flooded district. In an appreciative 
article on the work of the Army sanitarians in behalf of 
the refugees, the Evening Post, of Vicksburg, on May 7 
said: “The work is only just beginning as when the 
water subsides the immense amount of decaying vegetable 
matter and the large number of dead animals will lead 
to the breeding and dissemination of flies which are the 
most prolific distributors of typhoid fever, dysentery, and 
certain other gastro-intestinal diseases. The receding 
waters will also undoubtedly leave collections of standing 
water in which mosquitoes will breed. 

“The Army Medical Corps working in conjunction 
with the Red Cross has practically covered the entire 
flooded district. Their representatives under the direc- 
tion of Major Reuben B. Miller, Med. Corps, U.S.A., 
have visited and rendered aid at practically all the dis- 
tributing points along the Mississippi River from Hick- 
man, Ky., South. They have supplied medicines and 
have endeavored to give assistance in making the camps 
of refugees sanitary. 

“In the Helena district, Lieut. Edward C. Register, 
Med. Corps, has been placed in charge and working under 
him have been four medical officers of the Arkansas Na- 
tional Guard, whose services have been paid for with 
Red Cross funds. In the Vicksburg district, Major 
Miller has been in direct control and in close touch with 
the Mississippi and Louisiana boards of health, and in 
this district as in the Helena district has furnished all 
the medical supplies for the camps and has devoted his 
time to instruction regarding sanitary matters. The 
Memphis district also has been thoroughly covered by 
the activities of the Army Medical men. Major Miller 
has informed the population of the flooded districts that 
ninety-five per cent. of the sickness which would ordi- 
narily follow these flooded conditions can be _ eliminated 
by the destruction of flies and mosquitoes. By making 
effective as far as they can the methods employed in 
Cuba and Panama for preventing disease. Officers of 
the Medical Corps believe that a great object lesson can 
be given to the people as to the value of sanitary pre- 
cautions.”

G.O. 15, MAY 4, 1912, WAR DEPT. 

I. Publishes an Executive Order which directs that officers 
or employees in the Civil Service of the United States are 
strictly prohibited either directly or indirectly from attempt- 
ing to secure legislation or to influence pending legislation 
except through the heads of their respective departments. 
This order supersedes the Executive Orders of Jan. 31, 1902, 
Jan, 25, 1906, and Nov. 26, 1909, regarding the same general 
matter. 

II. The Digest of Opinions of the utes Advocates General, 
now being distributed to the Service, publishes practically all 
opinions of general interest from Sept. 8, 1862, to Jan. 31, 
1912, excepting only those which have been, in principal, 
incorporated into Army Regulations or embodied into statute 
law. A class of opinions excluded from prior editions has 
been included in the present edition with the purpose of 
broadening the scope of the Digest and giving it an adminis- 
trative as well as a legal character. Many references to rele- 
vant opinions of attorneys general and decisions of the comp- 
troller and of civil courts, to include Jan. 31, 1912, will be 
found in the footnotes. 

It is believed that by the proper use of the Digest officers 
charged with administrative duties will be able to decide 
many questions which are now being forwarded for the con- 
sideration and decision of higher authority. | 

Amendments, including new opinions, will be published 
from time to time, with such reference to paragraphs as will 
enable the Digest to be kept amended to date after the man- 
ner of Army Regulations. When sufficient new material shall 
have been accumulated in this way it will be consolidated and 
republished. , 

III. The present forms for company, regimental, and post 
returns and for the return for districts, departments, di- 
visions, and higher commands will be abolished on July 1, 
1912, for troops serving within the continental limits of the 
United States, and on oe 1, 1912, for troops serving else- 
where, and new forms substituted therefor. The new forms 
will be distributed to the Service in due time. 

IV. Par. 2, Cir. 87, War D., Dec. 21, 1907, is amended to 
read as follows: 

A requisition for stores to replace condemned ordnance 
stores will carry upon its face a certificate of the requirin 
officer that the stores to be replaced‘ have been inspected an 
condemned by the surveying officer, by the inspector, or by 
other competent authority. 


V. Par. II, G.O. 71, War D., April 15, 1909, is amended to 
read as follows: — 

Officers responsible for any internal-combustion engine is- 
sued by the Engineer Department will submit to the Adjutant 
General of the Army, through military channels, a monthly 
report, in duplicate, of the performance of each such engine 
during the month covered by the report, a separate report to 
be rendered concerning each engine. After twelve monthl 
reports shall have been rendered on any one engine, semi- 
annual reports thereon will be submitted, in duplicate, on 
June 30 and Dec. 31 of each year. Blank forms for 
monthly and semi-annual reneute will be issued by the Engi- 
neer Department upon application therefor to the Chief of 
Engineers. 

VI. The Legislative Assembly of the Philippine Islands 
having on Jan. 24, 1912, enacted a law en the im- 
portation of docked horses into the Philippine Islands, and 
the docking of public horses being forbidden by Par.

The spare parts now carried in the gunner’s pouch and the 
spare parts case as listed on page 56 of Ordnance Department 
Pamphlet No. 1926, Handbook of the Automatic Machine 
Rifle, Caliber .30, Model of 1909, are in addition to those 
referred to hereinbefore and should be kept on hand complete. 

IX. There will be kept in the office of the Adjutant General 
of the Army a list of names of officers who have a speaking or 
translating knowledge of foreign languages. Any officer wish- 
ing to have his name entered thereon will make application 
directly to the Adjutant General of the Army, stating the 
language or languages and his speaking or translating knowl- 
edge thereof. When practicable, these officers will be ex- 
amined as to this knowledge before boards convened by War 
Department orders.

C. T. Osburn, U.S.N., Capt. F. S. Hird, Iowa N.G., and 
Ensign W. T. Bartlett, U.S.N., who takes the place of 
Capt. H. P. Stiles, Maine N.G., who for business reasons 
cannot accompany the team.

course, a possible 1,200 points. ‘The score of Capt. 
C. L. Purdette was 1,154. 
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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Only the complications of national politics will pre. 
vent President Taft from vetoing the Army Appropria- 
tion bill in the form to which it is agreed to in the con- 
ference. There are so many provisions in the bill objec. 
tionable to the President that he may cast aside all 
political considerations and veto the bill even if it is 
necessary to call an extra session in order to appropriate 
money for the maintenance of the Army. 

But there is a possibility that when the Senate and 
House realize how vicious are so many of the provisions 
of the bill. the conference report will be rejected. 
There will certainly be bitter opposition on both sides of 
the Senate and House to the Appropriation bill as 
patched up in the conference committee. It is evident 
that Secretary Stimson’s reply to the Buckley resolu- 
tion on the location of Army posts is responsible for 
much of the objectionable legislation. While not question- 
ing the soundness of the doctrine in the report of the 
Buckley resolution, the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL at 
the time insisted that it was extremely unfortunate that 
the report had to be sent to Congress when Chairman 
Hay and other Democratic members of the Military Com- 
mittee were in such an unfriendly attitude toward the 
Army. ‘The report was seized upon as an excuse for 
legislating against the Army posts in which a number 
of Senators were interested. It placed in the hands of 
Chairman Hay control of amendments with which it 
is apparent he was able to force Senator Warren to 
agree to a personal attack upon Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, Chief of Staff. As the bill came from the House 
the War Department would not have been authorized to 
put a new pane of glass in a window of a building on 
some of the posts. To relieve the War Department from 
this situation the conference committee agreed upon the 
plan for placing the proposed concentration of the Army 
in large posts in the hands of a board or commission. 
While Senator Warren was thus able to straighten out the 
Army post situation, he and Senator du Pont were forced 
to or willingly agreed to the insertion in the conference 
report of a provision which increases the limitations on 
the President in the selection of his Chief of Staff. Just 
before the conference committee adjourned May 17, when 
all of the conferees were preparing to sign the report, 
Mr. Hay introduced the following amendment: 

“That hereafter, except in time of war or when war 
is imminent, no officer who shall have served four years 


Chief of Staff, until after he shall have served for at 
least two years with troops in the line of the Army; 
and after March 5, 1913, no officer shall be detailed or 
permitted to serve as Chief of Staff, unless he shall have 
served at least ten years as a commissioned officer of the 
line with rank below that of a brigadier general.” 
This legislation would have made every commander 
of the Army, with three exceptions, ineligible to act 
as Chief of Staff. Gen. U. S. Grant would just have 
been able to comply with the requirements of this law. 
Among the distinguished array of officers who would not 
have been eligible to command the Army under the terms 
of this amendment are Gen. George Washington, Major 
Gen. Henry Knox, Lieut. Col. Josiah Harmer, Major 
Gens. Arthur St. Clair, Anthony Wayne and Alexander 
Hamilton; Brig. Gen. James Wilkinson; Major Gens. 
Henry Dearborn, Jacob Brown, and Alexander Macomb; 
Lieut. Gen. Winfield Scott; Major Gens. George B. Mc- 
Clellan, Henry W. Halleck; Gen. Philip H. Sheridan 
and Lieut. Gen. John McAllister Schofield. 

Representative Prince, the Republican member of the 
House conferees who had been protesting against most of 
the legislation which was intended to cripple the Army, 
expressed a willingness to sign the conferees’ report up 
to the time that this amendment was proposed. He was 
far from satisfied with the concessions which the Senate 
Republicans had been making, but with a view of 
straightening out the bill, and securing its enactment, 
he had concluded to recede on many points which were 
extremely objectionable to him. He was especially op- 
posed to any increase in the term of enlistment, but ac- 
cepted a compromise after vigorously protesting. But 
when it was proposed to introduce personal legislation 
in the bill, in the way of a direct attack on General 
Wood, Mr. Prince announced that he would not sign the 
report and withdrew from the conference. Further than 
this it is understood that Mr. Prince will lead a fight 
against the report when it comes up on the floor of the 
House. 

All the Progressive Republican members of the Senate, 
as well as Senators Lodge and Root, have expressed their 
disapproval of this provision. They argue that ‘it 
strikes at a fundamental principle not only of the Gen- 
eral Staff, but of the Army itself. Before the creation 
of the General Staff about ten years ago every officer of 
the Army looked forward to the possibility of some day 





being the commanding general of the Army. Similarly, 


as Chief of Staff shall be eligible for further service as . 
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every Officer to-day may one day become the Chief of 
Staff; This, the opponents of this provision insist, is 
fundamentally sound and in accord with the essential 
principles of our Government. It is claimed that no 
officer should be rendered ineligible to the highest posi- 
tion in the Army any more than a citizen should be made 
ineligible for the office of President of the United States. 

Some of the members of Congress go so far as to take 
the position that the President would no longer be 
Commandér-in-Chief of the Army, as provided for in the 
Constitution, if Congress enacts legislation directing 
whom he should select as his Chief of Staff. It is pos- 
sible that the question of the constitutionality of the 
provision may be raised, and the right of the conferees 
to inject new legislation into the bill will certainly be 
questioned both in the Senate and the House when the 
report is made. The proviso for a commission to investi- 
gate the Army post question is also objected to on 
constitutional grounds, as it is understood that the names 
of the officers who are to serve on the board are men- 
tioned in the bill. 

It is understood that the conferees have agreed to a 
reduction of from fourteen to sixteen officers in the per- 
sonnel of the General Staff, leaving one colonel, one lieu- 
tenant colonel, two or four majors and ten captains for 
duty with the General Staff. Commencing with the class 
which enters the Military Academy at the beginning of 
this year, West Point service will not count either in 
retirement or in longevity pay. None of the West Point 
graduates now in the Service will be affected by the pro- 
vision. Double time for foreign service toward retire- 
ment of enlisted men is to be abolished. Under this pro- 
vision, foreign service during enlistments or re-enlist- 
ments begun after the enactment of this law will not 
count double. The provision in the House bill abolishing 
foreign pay for officers and enlisted men will be stricken 
out, but hereafter foreign pay will be exclusively for serv- 
ice in the Philippines. 

In consolidating the supply department the bill has 
been so drawn as to make the first head of the new de- 
partment a major general. There will also be two 
brigadier generals in this department, but upon the re- 
tirement of the major general and a brigadier general 
their vacancies will not be filled. This will leave a 
brigadier general at the head of the department. There 
will be an increase in the number of officers of the lower 
grades along lines described in a former issue of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

The permanent officers of the department will be kept 
in three lines for the purpose of promotion. This will be 
so arranged that the permanent staff officers will be pro- 
moted as if the consolidation had not occurred. 
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NAVAL LEGISLATION. 


t is understood that no effort will be made to increase 
the building program of the Naval Appropriation bill 
until the measure reaches the Senate. At least that is 
the plan of the friends of the Navy, although there may 
he a perfunctory proposal of amendments for two battle- 
ships while the bill is up in the House the first time. 
After the bill reaches the Senate Committee amendments 
will be proposed providing not only two battleships, but 
a number of cruisers, gunboats and destroyers. The 
entire program recommended by Secretary Meyer will 
he submitted to the Senate Committee. No one is willing 
to predict that the Senate Committee will adopt it, but 
it is generally believed that it will at least provide for 
two battleships and an increase in the number of gunboats 
and destroyers. When the bill reaches the Senate there 
will be a sharp fight on the naval program. The advo- 
cates of an adequate Navy think that they will be able 
to carry a two-battleship program through the Senate. 
The real struggle will come when the conferees report 
to the House. An effort will be made to secure another 
caucus of the Democrats on the naval program. Of 
course, if a two-battleship program, or even a one-battle- 
ship program, is adopted by the Democratic caucus it 
will go through the House without any further serious 
opposition. Although the advocates of an adequate Navy 
lave been strengthening their ranks on the Democratic 
side of the House during the past two or three weeks, it 
is hardly believed that they are strong enough at this 
writing to win in the Democratic caucus. It is almost 
certain that they cannot pull a two-battleship program 
through the caucus, although Representative Hobson will 
not admit this. The best prospect is said to be for a 
battleship cruiser. For some reason some of the Dem- 
ocrats who are not willing to vote for even one battleship 
are ready to support a program for a battleship cruiser. 
In the popular mind a battleship cruiser does not seem 
to be such a large naval program as a battleship. 

The House on Friday afternoon resumed the considera- 
tion of the Naval Appropriation bill. The amendment 
containing the provision embodied in the Gallinger-Gregg 
“Plucking” bill was stricken out of the bill on a point 
of order. This defeats the effort to reorganize the 
Plucking Board unless it is put in again by the Senate. 
The House seems disposed to take all new legislation 
out of the bill. Points of order are being raised on all 
new legislation by Democrats known to be part of the 
Ifouse organization, The only new legislation that had 
escaped at the time of going to press was the increase 
of the Pay Corps. 

We give on another page some report of the very lively 
deb@te in the House on the Navy bill. As to the pros- 
pects the New York Tribune says : “The Democratic leaders 
in the House are convinced that their party made a 
serious blunder in deciding against the authorization of 
any new battleships this year. They would have recalled 
that action had they been able to whip into line the rank 
and file of their party. But the rank and file was sore 


and indignant at being denied a public building bill, and 
was determined that if there was to be no ‘pork barrel’ 
there should be no naval program. As the end of the 
session draws near-and the election approaches, however, 
the leaders realize more and more the gravity of their 
blunder, and they are working quietly to bring about a 
change of heart among the rank and file. They are 
urging the futility of a revenge which may cost many 
members of the party their seats in the House, and 
possibly even the opportunity to put a Democrat in the 
White House.” — 

Announcement. was made on May 23 of the appoint- 
ment of the “plucking board.” Rear Admiral H. Oster- 
haus, U.S.N., Commander-in-Chief of the Atlantic Fleet, 
is President. The other members are Rear Admiral C. 
E. Vreeland, Rear Admiral Aaron Ward, Rear Admiral 
C. J. Badger and Rear Admiral C. McR. Winslow. Lieut. 
Comdr. S. P. Fullwinder was selected as recorder. The 
board will meet May 27. The records of the Navy De- 
partment show that twenty-one vacancies have occurred 
in the past year. This leaves nineteen to be created, by 
voluntary retirements and action of the board. Under 
the Personnel Act the Board is authorized to retire not 
to exceed fifteen officers. Unless more than four volun- 
tary retirements occur, the board will be called upon to 
pluck the maximum number authorized by law. The 
work of the board will be complicated this year if Con- 
gress should pass the Gallinger-Gregg bill providing for 
radical changes in its proceedings. If the bill becomes a 
law this session it would probably go into effect before 
the board can complete its work, and it may be necessary 
for the board to go over its work two times before re- 
tirements are authorized. 


HAS ENGLAND RIGHTS IN PANAMA CANAL? 


We have been asked to explain how Great Britain 
became a party to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty governing 
the first agreement touching the construction of an 
Isthmian canal. It is the possession of British Honduras 
that seemed to give sanction to England’s participation 
in that convention, signed in 1850. At the time the 
ratifications were exchanged both the United States and 
Great Britain issued explanatory declarations, Great 
Britain announcing that “her Majesty’s government do 
not understand the engagements of that convention as 
applying to her Majesty’s settlement at Honduras or its 
dependencies”; the United States, that the treaty was 
not understood to “include the British settlement in 
Honduras commonly called British Honduras as distinct 
from the state of Honduras nor the small islands in the 
neighborhood of that settlement which may be known 
as its dependencies.” Disputes arose over the territorial] 
claims of Great Britain in Central America and her 
assumption of a protectorate over the Mosquito Indians, 
conflicting interpretations being placed on various pro- 
visions of the treaty by the two Powers. Disputes con- 
tinued almost up to the time of the Civil War in the 
United States, but in 1860 Great Britain concluded 
treaties with Honduras and Nicaragua which provided 
for the cession to the former of the Bay Islands and 
the relinquishment of the British protectorate over the 
Mosquito Indians. 

After the Civil War controversies again arose, and 
finally Secretary of State James G. Blaine contended 
that any inter-oceanic canal should be under the control 
of the United States, that the interference of any 
European country would be viewed with concern by the 
United States, and asserted that the treaty should be 
amended to meet the altered conditions since 1850. 
Secretary Frelinghuysen went further, and argued that 
the treaty had become obsolete and was no longer binding 
on either party. Lord Granville, for the British govern- 
ment, held that the treaty was still in force. At last 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty was concluded in 1901 as a 
substitute for the Clayton-Bulwer. It will thus be seen 
that in the first treaty about the canal the possession of 
British territory figured largely in the negotiations. As 
a matter of fact, however, the relation of British Hon- 
duras to the Panama Canal has no more pertinency to 
the question of the control of the canal than has the 
possession of the islands of Bonaire, Curacao and Aruba, 
near the Gulf of Venezuela, by the Dutch, who might 
claim a treaty right to the regulation of the control of 
the canal, since those islands are about the same distance 
from the canal as is British Honduras, in the neighbor- 
hood of 600 miles on a bee line. England is always alive 
to her interests when the possession of any territory 
gives her the least ground for assertion of her claims.

The plans for the maneuvers in the Western Division 
are nearing completion. There will be a maneuver cam- 
paign in the Department of the Columbia involving the 
landing of a hostile force at Grays Harbor, fifty miles 
west of Gate, Wash., with a view to an advance on 
Seattle. 'The 21st and 25th Infantry, a squadron of the 
1st Cavalry from Boise Barracks, Idaho, and a battalion 
of the 2d Field Artillery, together with the Organized 
Militia of Idaho, Washington and Oregon, will take part 
in this maneuver campaign. The campaign will be held 
from July 21 to 30, both dates inclusive. In the Depart- 
ment of California there will be a maneuver campaign 
involving the landing of a hostile force at Monterey Bay, 
Cal., which will advance on San Francisco. The 12th 
and 16th Infantry, one troop of the 1st Cavalry, Com- 
pany E, Signal Corps, and a detachment of the Hospital 
Corps, together with the Organized Militia of California 
and Utah, will take part in this campaign. The campaign 
will be held from Aug. 10 to 23. In addition to these 
two maneuver campaigns there will be a joint camp of 
instruction at Fort Huachuca, Ariz., for the Regular 
troops at that post and two battalions of Infantry and 


a detachment of Hospital Corps of the Arizona Militia; 
also a joint camp of instruction at Fort William Henry 
Harrison, Mont., for the Regular troops at that post and 
two regiments and a detachment of the Hospital Corps 
of the Montana Militia. The first of these camps will 
take place in September, exact date not yet fixed, and 
the second July 21 to 30. 





At a meeting of the executive board of the National 
Guard Association held Saturday, May 25, the Militia 
Pay bili as recently submitted to the House Committee 
on Military Affairs was taken under consideration. The 
meeting was called at the request of Secretary Stimson, 
who is anxious to secure the co-operation of all the 
National Guard organizations in securing the early 
passage of the Militia Pay bill. As previously stated 
in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, the War Department 
and the National Militia Board have reached an agree- 
ment: on the bill substantially as it is submitted to the 
House Committee. Now that an agreement has been 
reached on the Militia Pay bill the Secretary of War is 
anxious that Congress should take up the measure and pass 
it at this session. Mr. Stimson is supplementing his official 
endorsement of the bill with personal recommendations 
to Senators and Members of the House who happen to 
call at the War Department on other business. He has 
expressed a willingness to go before the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs if other hearings on the bill 
are to be held. The Secretary thinks that the House 
Committee’ should report the bill at this session even if 
it cannot be passed before adjournment. This would 
place the bill on the calendar early next session and help 
clear the way for its passage. If anything is done at 
the next session, which will be a short one, the bill 
should be on the calendar when Congress convenes in 
December. It would be better still if the House would 
pass it at this session, for it is anticipated that some 
of the constitutional lawyers in the Senate will insist 
upon a thorough discussion of any legislation that places 
state troops at the disposal of the Federal Government.

President Taft expects to send the nominations of the 
officers who are to fill the vacancies in the ranks of 
major general and brigadier general to the Senate shortly 
after he returns from his speaking trip through New 
Jersey on May 29. He has given notice to those who 
wish to make recommendations that their papers should 
be on file before the 29th. Recently the Congressional 
friends of Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston have become 
active. They have been reminding the President of the 
fact that General Funston is the senior brigadier general 
and that he has been jumped a number of times. They 
have also called President Taft’s attention to his almost 
unbroken policy of appointing the senior officer. This, 
it is said, has inclined the President favorably toward 
General Funston. He has not yet fully made up his 
mind as to whom he will nominate. Neither has he 
made up his list’ for the vacancies in the rank of 
brigadier general. The President’s mind has been so 
wholly occupied with the political situation that Army 
appointments, with a number of other important matters, 
have been laid on the table. 








By May 25 it is expected that the rules for the autumn 
target practice and engineering competitions will be sent 
out to the fleets. The work of compiling them has been 
completed, and it is expected that they will come from 
the printer before that .date. There are no radical 
changes in the rules either for the autumn practice or 
engineering competitions. The engineering standardiza- 
tion of battleships is now in progress on the Rockland 
coast. This year the work is being done by the vessels 
with clean bottoms. All of the ships went out on the 
course as soon as possible after they came frgm the 
drydocks. Advices were received at the Navy Depart- 
ment on May 20 that the Terry, Roe and McCall had 
started on their “B” run. The Saratoga left Shanghai, 
China, on May 22, according to advices received at the 
Navy Department, for Olongapo, P.I., where she will 
engage in battle practice. It is expected that the ships 
of the Second Division of the Atlantic Fleet will start 
their torpedo practice not later than May 25. 





It has been definitely decided to station the 2d Cavalry, 
now on its return from the Philippines, at Fort Bliss, 
while the 4th Cavalry will be concentrated at Fort 
Huachuca. It is said that there is permanent shelter 
for six troops at Fort Bliss, and tents, floored and 
framed, have been shipped to the fort for the balance of 
the regiment. Excellent new houses for officers’ quarters 
can be rented in El Paso, and it is thought that the 
officers will be pretty well quartered in a satisfactory 
manner. Some extra framed and floored tents will also 
be sent to Fort Huachuca for the 4th Regiment. The 
water system at Fort Huachuca has been greatly im- 
proved, so that there will be no objections on this account 
to the post. 





Officers of the 10th U.S. Infantry and one officer from 
the U.S. Marine Corps have been detailed to act as 
supervisors in the registration and elections in Panama, 
each one to be accompanied by a representative of each 
of the political parties. A supervisor will be sent to 
each registration place in the republic and will guard 
against frauds and disorder. The committees of Army 
officers under the direction of the American commis- 
sioners, Colonel: Goethals, Colonel Greene, of the 10th 
Inf., and Minister Dodge at once took over the registra- 
tion lists as already prepared with the single purpose 
of making certain that every one entitled to vote has an 
opportunity at the polls. Doubtful claims to eligibility 
to vote were being rigidly investigated. 
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THE UPRISING IN CUBA. 
U.S. MARINES SAIL FOR GUANTANAMO. 


The threatened insurrection in Cuba tock so serious a 
turn on May 23 that, at the request of the State Depart- 
ment, the Navy Department ordered to Guantanamo the 
transport Prairie with about 750 marines, and the gun- 
boats Nashville and Paducah. The Prairie left Phila- 
deiphia at 7:30 p.m. May 23. Colonel Lincoln Karmany, 
U.S.M.C., was placed in command not only of the 
marines, but of the entire provisional regiment which 
will be formed at Guantanamo. The other officers of 
the Marine Corps who were ordered to the Prairie at 
Philadelphia were: Capt. J. R. Horton, A.Q.M.; Capt. 
D. B. Wills, A.P.M.; Lieut. Col. L. C. Lucas; Majors 
Ii. C. Davis and G. C. Reid; Capts. L. M. Gulick, F. L. 
Bradman, A. S. Williams, B. W. Sibley, F. A. Ramsey, 
C. 'T.. Westcott, jr., Logan Feland and H. R. Lay; Ist 
Lieuts. P. H. Torrey, H. N. Manney, jr., C. H. Wells, 
R, H. Davis, E. P. Moses and A. B. Drum; 2d Lieuts. 


N. A. Eastman, A. McC. Robbins, J. A. Gray, A. M. 
Jones, J. C. Smith, Archibald Young, Pere Wilmer, D.

The purpose, it is believed, is to have a force in 
readiness in the event that the negro uprising in Cuba 
gets beyond the control of the island government, making 
it necessary to protect American interests. The Prairie, 
in command of Comdr. A. H. Scales, U.S.N., will proceed 
immediately to the naval station at Guantanamo to join 
the gunboats Paducah and Nashville. 

The force on the Prairie was made up of detachments 
from New York, Philadelphia, Washington and Annapolis 
which were mobilized at Philadelphia with the usual 
promptness of the Marine Corps. A number of officers 
who were ordered from Norfolk had less than two hours 
to pack and catch a train for Philadelphia. Col. Lincoln 
Karmany arrived at Philadelphia Thursday afternoon 
from Norfolk on hurry orders from Washington. The 
detachment includes two battalions. Two modern 3-inch 
ween J guns and six automatic machine guns were put 
aboard. 

Three companies of marines, 250 men in all, under 
command of Major Henry C. Davis, left the New York 
Navy Yard at 9:30 a.m. on Thursday for Philadelphia. 
The orders from Washington gave no intimation of their 
destination except “to prepare for tropical service.” 
There was some hustling on the part of those under 
Lieut. Col. John A. Lejeune to get the men off. Few of 
them had heard about the troubles in Cuba, and it was 
the common impression that Panama was their destina- 
tion. Under Major Davis, in command of the three 
companies, were Capt. Alexander 8. Williams, Lieuts. H. 
N. Manney, Clarke H. Wells and Alfred McC. Robbins. 

EKighty-three marines, under the command of Capt. F. 
L. Bradman, U.S.M.C., and Lieuts. A. B. Drum and D. 
S. Barry, left Annapolis Thursday morning for Phila- 
delphia, en route for sea duty. “The orders came 
hurriedly Wednesday night,” writes our Annapolis corre- 
spondent, “and were repeated in the city and at the 
theaters for the marines there to return at once to their 
quarters. The supposition was that the marines are 
intended for service in Cuba.” 

Besides the Prairie, the gunboats Paducah and Nash- 
ville were also ordered to Guantanamo. The Paducah 
is surveying off the eastern coast of Cuba and the Nash- 
ville is at Santo Domingo City. Both vessels were 
directed to proceed at once to Guantanamo and await 
there the arrival of the Prairie. 

The first news of a serious nature was received by 
the State Department from Cuba on May 22. Previous 
to that time there had been disquieting rumors of the 
uprising, but on the 22d it is understood that the State 
Department was advised that Cuba was again facing a 
threatened insurrection. While the authorities of the 
Cuban government professed to be confident that they 
would be able to handle the situation, it was evident that 
they were deeply concerned and could furnish no positive 
assurance of their ability to put down the insurrection 
promptly. . 

State Department officials declared the expedition was 
not to be regarded as an intervention or even an occupa- 
tion in Cuba. ‘The force, it was said, was being sent 
to provide further assurance that American life and 
property would be protected during the disturbances. 
The marines will be kept at Guantanamo for use “a 
in case of emergency. In a statement given out May 
the State Department says that the Cuban military 
authorities admit the situation is serious. Many intelli- 
gent people in Cuba consider that the entire movement 
is for the express purpose of provoking intervention. 
While believing that there will be no occasion for mili- 
tary intervention in Cuba, the Army General Staff is 
bringing its plans up to date, and there is no reason why 
an adequate force of troops could not be thrown into the 
principal Cuban ports in the course of a fortnight, at 
the outside. As a result of the painstaking work of 
American officers during the last period of occupation in 
Cuba, almost every inch of the island has been surveyed, 
explored and mapped, and it would be impossible for any 
guerrilla force to operate as successfully as did the Cuban 
patriots against the Spaniards. i 

The disturbances are due to an uprising of negroes dis- 
satisfied with the parceling out of offices, believing they 
are being discriminated against in the distribution of the 
political loaves and fishes. It is said there has been an 
island-wide conspiracy of the blacks to rise and seize the 
reins of government. The situation by some alarmists 
is said to resemble that preceding the last revolution, 
when the negroes, in February, 1906, conspired to make 
an attack on all the Rural Guard posts, but only 
attacked that at Guanabacca, the garrison of which was 
massacred, this being the prelude to the general revolu- 
tion which broke out in August of that year. In the 
war of independence the present malcontents believe 
that their race performed services which have not been 
properly rewarded politically. Many negroes believe they 
might turn Cuba into a sort of Hayti, with a black 
government, provided they could find a negro leader 
strong enough to weld together the different factions. 
They maintain that the blacks of Cuba are as intelligent 
man for man as the negroes of Hayti, and that if the 
latter have been able to conduct a government for years 
there is no just cause for denying the Cuban negro his 
proper share in the government of the island. On May 
20 the insular government considered the situation 
serious enough to warrant the despatching of a column 
of 1,200 men from Camp Columbia, composed of cavalry 
and infantry, with field and machine guns, for Santa 
Clara and Oriente provinces, where the dissatisfaction 
seemed to be the most active. 

Despatches of Thursday to the New York Sun indi- 
cated that the Cuban government, caught unawares, and 
hampered at first by failure to realize the significance 
of the revolt, was bestirring itself and seemed likely to 
restore order shortly. The sending of marines to Guan- 
tanamo was probably in part due to despatches from 
U.S. Minister Beaupré, who cabled the State Department 
that most serious disturbances were occurring, especially 








in the provinces of Guantanamo and Santiago. American 
citizens and their property are being menaced by negro 
bands and there is fear among Cubans of a race war. 
The Cuban gunboat Cuba has left Havana with 600 
soldiers bound for Guantanamo. Other forces have been 
sent to Oriente Province by train. It is reported that 
Capt. Frank Parker, U.S.A., the cavalry instructor of 
the Cuban Rural Guard, has been sounding the waters 
of Mariel Bay, presumably in anticipation of the possible 
landing of marines there. 

The departure of the Prairie from Philadelphia was 
delayed for some hours by the discovery that 20,000 
pounds of meat supplies were not up to contract, and a 
new supply of 18,000 had to be obtained. 





ARMY SERVICE TEST AT BENNING. 


A fourteen mile Army service test, across country and 
jumping, closed the meet of the Washington Riding and 
Hunt Club at Benning May 18. Sixteen officers of the 
U.S. Army started and finished. The winning horse was 
Razzle-Dazzle II., ch.g., aged, by Razzle-Dazzle, dam 
unknown, owned and ridden by Major Henry T. Allen, 
General .Staff. The second horse was Mariposa, b.m., 
six, by Montgomery Boy—Queen, owned and ridden by 
Capt. Verne La Salle Rockwell, 11th Cav., and the third 
horse was Dan, ch. g., aged, pedigree unknown, owned 
and ridden by Col. E. St. J. Greble, Gen. Staff. Razzle- 
Dazzle II. got over the course in one hour and twenty- 
four minutes. St. Angelo, an aged chestnut gelding of 
unknown pedigree, but of bloodlike type, owned and 
ridden by Lieut. E. St. J. Greble, jr., 3d F.A., finished in 
fifty-nine minutes, exactly twenty-five minutes earlier 
than the winner. He fell at the thirteenth ditch, and, 
although remounted and brought back to the finishing 
line as fresh as any horse which followed, he was dis- 
qualified. Lieutenant Greble slipped off his mount to 
keep the horse from going down, for which he suffered 
a penalty of four points. After more than two hours’ 
discussion and deliberation the judges awarded first place 
to Major Allen’s thoroughbred. On his performance in 
the race Razzle-Dazzle 11. comes very near being an ideal 
Army mount. When Major Allen rode in the winner his 
horse appeared to be in condition to go another fourteen 
miles. He had taken all the jumps cleanly and behaved 
in a manner that was above criticism. Razzle-Dazzle II. 
carried his weight easily and gave every indication of 
being able to stand a long campaign under war condi- 
tions. 

All of the horses showed excellent qualities for field 
service, but none of them quite equaled that of the 
winning horse. The riding of the officers was a revela- 
tion to the civilian judges and spectators. The service 
test, which was conducted under the Washington Branch 
of the National Cavalry and Artillery Remount Associa- 
tion, was a success in every respect, and is apt to become 
one of the permanent features of races at Washington. 
Some critics of the race held that Lieutenant Greble, 
who led the field throughout, made a mistake in riding 
away from the rest of the detail, the intention being to 
have the mounts in fairly close order throughout the test. 
He apparently upset an understanding, but did not 
violate or disregard the regulations governing the test. 
Most of the riders rode leisurely, looking to the condition 
of their mounts at the finish, and third place was awarded 
to the horse fourteenth in at the finish. St. Angelo 


finished in excelient condition, however, his disqualifica-° 


tion apparently being due to his fall.

REORGANIZATION OF NAVY PLUCKING BOARD. 


Attention has been called to the fact that the Gregg 
bill (H.R. 24225) for the reorganization of the “pluck- 
ing board” is entirely contrary to the principles of the 
legislation which created this board. It was enacted 
largely upun the recommendation of Theodore Roosevelt 
when he was Assistant Secretary of the Navy. In his 
communication to Congress the then Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Roosevelt said: 


The statement of the problem is easy. To properly man 
our ships we need about three times as many officers below 
command grade as above it. At present promotion goes purely 
by seniority, and each man, if he lives long enough, and if 
those above him die quickly enough, will go solemnly through 
all the grades, irrespective of his proficiency or lack of pro- 
ficiency, so long as he is able to develop the very negative 
virtues requisite to keep him clear of a court-martial. By 
the simple process of consulting any set of actuary tables it 
can be seen at a glance that this system insures a man spend- 
ing much the largest part of his life, including his most active 
and vigorous years, in a subordinate capacity, including nor- 
mally a quarter of a century as a lieutenant, while at the 
very end, when long service in subordinate positions has 
dulled bis energy and 7 rendered him unfitted to bear 
responsibilities, he is thrust for a brief period into command 
rank, and is galloped at absurd speed through the grades of 
commander, captain, commodore, and admiral. The only way 
to meet this condition is to provide for the elimination of 
some of the officers in the lower or middle grades, and thereby 
to hasten the flow of promotion and to reduce the age at 
which command rank is reached. 

It was deemed best by every member of the board to try 
the process of eliminating the officers who were redundant, 
rather than of selecting the niger for promotion; for al- 
though the latter method is ideally the best, it would in any 
event have to be combined with the other, and it would in its 
actual working be open to far greater objections. The only 
difference in the board arose, not as to making the elimina- 
tion, but as to the best method of making it. he three dis- 
senting members favor some scheme by which the officers who 
are taken out shall be so taken by chance, or, as one of the 
members expressed it, ‘‘without the intervention of human 
intelligence.’’ The majority of the board believe on the con- 
trary that we should strive to exercise intelligence rather than 
trust to blind chance, and should try to eliminate the men 
who are least fit to perform the duties of the grade to which 
there is to be a promotion. This does not mean that they are 
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unfit to perform these duties, but merely that among all of 
the officers who are fit they are less fit than their fellows. 
Thus to choose them out, of course, does imply the exercise 
of human intelligence, and whenever human intelligence is 
exercised it is always possible that it will err; but it does 
not seem to us that we can safely assume such errors to be 
the normal results of its exercise, if we are to go forward 
t all. 
. It is obviously wisest that the choice of the men thus to 
go out should be left to a board selected from among the best 
of their professional brethren. Undoubtedly the friends of 
any man who is in jeopardy will strive to bring pressure of 
every kind for his retention, and the pressure most to be 
feared is that which is political. This can best be resisted 
by a board of officers of the gg” grade who we may be 
sure will normally, as required by their oaths, disregard it; 
for as @ body naval officers are singularly free from political 
pressure and are single-minded in their devotion to the 
Service. It is highly undesirable that such a board should 
be hampered by law in the way of restrictions upon the 
methods of exercising their power. To limit them in cut-and- 
dried fashion would be again to exclude them from exercising 
that intelligence upon which, combined with a disinterested 
zeal for the Service, we must rest our hopes for the improve- 
ment sought to be attained. Their decision should, moreover, 
pe final, and without appeal; but as the men selected to go 
out would not be so selected because they were unfit, but 
merely because the others were more fit, their interests being 
thus sacrificed to the interests of the Service as a whole, it 
is deemed desirable that amends be made to them, so far as 
may be, for the sacrifice thus exacted, and that they be re- 
tired as of the grade above the one in which they are actually 
erving. 
. of eucie the board which makes these selections will err 
from time to time, this being simply another method of 
stating that they are human; but, at the worst, when they do 
err the results will simply be as bad as if it had all been left 
to chance, and when they do not err the results will be very 
much better. Occasionally men will be put out who are better 
than the least good of those that are left in; but it is safe 
to say that the best men will never be put out as they some- 
times would be if the outcome was left to chance ‘‘without 
the intervention of intelligence’’; and that those who are 
actually put out will generally be the least fit, and almost 
always among the least fit. The net result will represent a 
very great improvement. | 

Some plan of this kind is absolutely necessary, unless we 
wish to see the junior officers of a ship men whose hair has 
turned gray during the generation which they have passed in 
subordinate positions, while the command is exercised by men 
who reached it long after the time when they should have 
assumed it, if their fitness is properly to respond to the 
measure of the needs of an honorable service and a mighty 
nation, There must, therefore, be some kind of weeding out, 
some kind of elimination of the redundant men whose presence 
cheeks the indispensable flow of promotion. The only ques- 
tion is as to how this et out shall be done. There are 
various systems possible, but fundamentally they fall into two 
divisions. One of these contains all where promotion is based 
purely on the automatic operation of law, elimination being 
likewise the result of such automatic action, so that it is a 
matter of chance who is hurt or benefited. The other contains 
those systems where an effort is made to promote or eliminate 
men in accordance with their merit, running the risk of the 
promotions or eliminations being occasionally made from 
favoritism of an improper kind—a risk that must be run in 
any human scheme to reward good, or punish poor, officers. 

Some evils will attend the adoption of any system, but the 
essential contrast between the two possible methods is that 
offered by the two diverging views which obtain among the 
members of the board. The majority deem that in separating 
the best officers from the worst it is safest to trust to a body 
of the highest officers in the Service, who _ have the interests 
of that Service peculiarly at heart. ‘The minority believe that 
in this most important of functions we should exclude the 
operation of that human intelligence upon which we rely for 
all funetions less important and should trust to a blind chance 
which would be exactly as apt to strike the future Farragut 
or Cushing as it would be to strike the man whose one am- 
bition is to go through his term of service with as little 
trouble to himself and with as much avoidance of responsi- 
bility as is compatible with escaping the overt censure which 
alone would at present bar him from promotion.

THE PANAMA CANAL BILL. 


The Panama Canal bill passed the House May 23 by 
an overwhelming majority. The vote on the toll proposi- 
tion was a close one and could have been swung the 
other way by any eleven members changing their votes, 
but the bill as passed provides that vessels engaged in 
the American coastwise trade will be required to pay no 
tolls. Practically all the tidewater states voted solidly 
against taxing coastwise shipping for the use of the 
canal. The Pennsylvania delegation voted solidly, Re- 
publicans and Democrats, against tolls on coastwise 
ships. By a vote of 206 to 61 the House also decided that 
railroads must part with their interest in or control over 
steamships with which these rail lines compete for traffic. 
The anti-railroad section as it stands in the bill is appli- 
cable not only to the ownership by railroads of compet- 
ing water lines passing through the canal, but also to 
the ownership by interstate railroads of any interstate 
water lines operated in competition with those roads. 
Should the Senate sanction this idea and the bill become 
a law with this section in it it will be unlawful for a 
number of railroads to retain their interest in or control 
over any of these parallel water lines after July 1, 1914. 
It was contended in the debate that it would require the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford to dispose of its 
interest in a steamship line from New York to Boston 
and that other roads would be similarly affected. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission is authorized by the 
bill to determine questions of fact as to whether there is 
such competition between the rail and water carriers, 
and, after hearing, to issue a final order in the matter. 

In discussion of the paragraph in the Panama Canal 
bill, that the Governor of the Canal Zone shall have the 
right to make such rules and regulations, subject to the 
approval of the President, touching the right of any 
person to remain upon or pass over any part of the Canal 
Zone as may be necessary, Mr. Cannon said: “It is 
useless to say that every American citizen, naturalized 
or unnaturalized, is a patriot. There are exceptions. 
Why, three American citizens have assassinated three 
Presidents. ‘The McNamaras, American citizens, de- 
stroyed bridges by the wholesale and are now in the 
penitentiary. It is all very nice to talk about trusting 
everybody, but when you get ten miles of a_ reservation 
on the Canal Zone for a specific purpose there should 
he power to make reasonable regulations so that you shut 
out the McNamaras and shut out the Guiteaus and the 
(‘zolgoszes, and people of that stamp. Perchance once in 
awhile some anarchist, some fellow with dynamite, might 
muggle through, and precaution should be taken to pro- 
‘ect our canal and its locks. The same_ protection is 
‘aken touching our military reservations in the United 
States. True we come and go substantially by unani- 
mous consent, but there is the power there now to make 
the regulations for protection and care of our military 
posts, and the gentleman, my colleague, and the gentle- 
man from Massachusetts could not go upon a military 
reservation, unless by consent as the power to exclude is 
there. The same way I say to the gentleman from Ala- 
bama {Mr. Hobson], who was in the Navy. You cannot 
zo upon a battleship except by consent. The ship is 
United States territorv just as much as any other terri- 
tory, and we have the power to make regulations as to 
how men shall go and come upon e battleship, and it 
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seems to me we are making ghosts upon our own im- 
agination and then running from them.” 

Mr. Hobson added: “The question of the military fea- 
tures of the Panama Canal ought to be given full con- 
sideration in all such matters. The probable issue of 
future war will be settled by the fact of whether we are 
able to command and control the free passage of the 
canal or not, and our ability to control the free passage 


.of the canal will mips alge | hinge upon the legisla- 


tion we now provide that would give our officials proper 
authority to control the access of persons to that canal.” 

Mr. Mondell unsuccessfully moved to.strike out Sec. 
13 of the bill, which reads: 

Sec. 13. That in time of war in which the United States 
shall be engaged, or when, in the opinion of the President, 
war is imminent, such officer of the Army as the President 
may designate shall, upon the order of the President, assume 
and have exclusive authority and jurisdiction over the opera- 
tion of the Panama Canal and all of its adjuncts, appendants, 
and appurtenances, including the entire control and govern- 
ment of the Canal Zone, and during a continuance of such 
condition the governor 6f the Panama Canal shall, in all re- 
spects and particulars as to the operation of such Panama 
Canal, and all duties, matters, and transactions affecting the 
Canal Zone, be subject to the order and direction of such 
officer of the Army. 

Mr. Mondell said: “Fortification, in my cpinion, de- 
feats its own object. To attempt to fortify is to fly in 
the face of our solemn pledges and obligations, and fur- 
ther than that it is to do a thing that while it will cost 
us in every century of time at least four times what the 
canal itself has cost, will not keep the canal open in the 
face of the enemy that commands the sea at either end. 
All military men agree to that, and yet we propose to 
plant these fortifications as though they would be of 
some value. Unless we have a Navy strong enough to 
command the sea they would be absolutely valueless. 
Without fortification all the world is willing and anxious 
to aid us in maintaining the neutrality of the canal in 
protecting it because all the world wants of the canal is 
an opportunity to use it. That opportunity is best ob- 
tained when the canal is open at all times to the ships 
of commerce and, for that matter, to the ships of war. 
That has been our thought and intent in regard to the 
Panama Canal from the beginning. Every great Ameri- 
ean that has ever expressed an opinion in regard to it 
up to four or five years ago has expressed the opinion 
that the canal should be neutralized and should under 
no circumstances be subject to the vicissitudes of war: 
and yet we are proposing in this: legislation to do the 
very thing to make the canal valueless to us in case we 
have a war. What is the necessity of having a military 
government on a neutralized canal?” 

Mr. Towner: “The gentleman asks a question that it 
is impossible to answer, because we have not a neutral- 
ized zone. It is true that we neutralize the use of the 
Panama Canal, but we have not a neutralized zone 
and our treaty does not so imply. We have a zone 
that is a part of the territory of the United States, which 
it will be necessary for this Government to protect, and 
if it should become necessary to declare martial law in 
order to protect that, or any other interest of this Gov- 
ernment, the Government would certainly have the 
power to do so. This provision of the law is only to do 
that more effectively and to do it more easily. I am in- 
clined to think that the power already exists to do in 
effect what this provision says may be done, but certainly 
it only does it in a more effective way, and therefore I 
think it is entirely advisable.”

As amended and favorably reported in the House Ma

poses, authorizes the Secretary of War to remove to and 
establish on the Mescalero Apache Indian Reservation, 
in New Mexico, all persons now held as Apache prisoners 
of war on the Fort Sill Military Reservation, in Okla- 
homa, who may desire to go. The personal effects, in- 
cluding horses, cattle, farm implements and household 
goods, of those electing to remove to said Mescalero 
Apache Reservation shall also be removed and delivered 
to the respective owners on that reservation. The pro- 
portionate share of those removed in the common property 
of the tribes or band shall be segregated and adminis- 
tered for their common benefit. Immediately upon the 
arrival and establishment of said Indians on the said 
reservation they shall be released from the status of 
prisoners of war and shall thereafter be and_ remain 
under the jurisdiction of the Secretary of the Interior. 
The Indians of the band electing to stay in Oklahoma 
may remain on the Fort Sill Military Reservation in 
— present status until further provision is made for 

em. 

The House Naval Committee on May 16 reported 
without amendment H.R. 9290, introduced May 9. 1911, 
authorizing the President “to restore Constantine Marrast 
Perkins, now a lieutenant colonel on the retired list, to 
the active list of the Marine Corps, to take rank in 
accordance with the date of his present commission, that 
of June 16, 1906, in his original place, next after Frank- 
lin J. Moses; Provided, That the said Constantine 
Marrast Perkins shall be carried as additional to the 
number of the grade to which he shall be restored or at 
any time hereafter promoted.” 

As favorably reported in the House May 15. ELR. 
23832 amends Section 1440, Revised Statutes, U.S., to 
read: “Section 1440, If any officer of the Navy or Marine 
Corps on the active list accepts or holds an appointment 
in the Diplomatic or Consular Service of the Govern- 
ment he shall be considered as having resigned his place 
in the Navy, and it shall be filled as a vacancy.” 

The bill (S. 5494) to provide a site for the erection 
of the proposed George Washington Memorial Building 
was stricken from the House Calendar on May 20. 

_Recommending the enactment of H.R. 24623, to com- 
mission civilian professors at the Naval Academy, Secre- 
tary Meyer says: “For the Naval Academy the approved 
policy is for all heads of departments and as many 
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instructors as possible to be active sea-going officers, 
detailed three years or less, so that instruction at the 
Academy may keep pace with progress in the fleet. In 
other words, the number of civilians would be a minimum. 
At present and for some years past shortage of officers 
has increased the number ef civilians, but this sho 

is growing less, so that the need for civilians will steadily 
diminish. There are a number of,civilian professors now 
employed at the Naval Academy who have served there 
for periods varying from two to forty years. To do 
justice to those of long service at the Academy, they 
should be treated the same in regard to retiring pensions 
as they would be at leading universities of the country, 
which would be approximately as follows: At sixty-five 
years of age a professor will generally have served 
twenty-five to thirty-five years and may retire on about 
three-fifths of his salary; at the age of sixty-eight he 
must retire, or after twenty-five years’ service he may 
be pensioned for disability, or if the disability were 
directly traceable to his service he would be pensioned 
after less than twenty-five years’ service. The Depart- 
ment is of the opinion that the legislation proposed in 
this bill would make suitable provision for those — 
fessors now at the Academy who have already had long 
service and for such others as may subsequently come 
within the same category. Although it is the policy to 
reduce the number of civilians at the Academy as fast 
as the number of officers available to replace them 
permits. there will still be required a small number of 
professors as permanent assistants to the heads of de- 
partments of English and modern languages, and possibly 
also in mathematics and drawing.” 

The Navy Department disapproves of H.R. 22906, to 
appoint Earle Farwell, late midshipman, an ensign in 
the U.S. Navy. Earle Farwell was appointed a naval 
cadet in the Navy Sept. 7, 1901, and served as such 
until Feb. 8, 1905, when his resignation was accepted 
after his failure to pass the required physical examina- 
tion preliminary to graduation, because of poor physique 
and defective vision. The Acting Secretary says: “This 
bill, if enacted, would place upon the retired list of the 
Navy one who never became a commissioned officer and 
who is now no longer in the Service, as well as estab- 
lishing a most undesirable precedent whereby numerous 
other former midshipmen who were found physically dis- 
qualified during their academic careers would endeavor 
to obtain like preferment from Congress.” 

The Navy Department unfavorably passes on_ H.R. 
24906, to correct the record of Capt. Henry Clay Fisher, 
U.S.M.C., saying: “The object of the bill is apparently 
to authorize an advance of one grade for . Fisher, 
now deceased. The act quoted [June 29, 1906] did not 
include that officer; it applied only to officers borne on 
the official register at the date of its passage, and Cap- 
tain Fisher died on Aug. 26, 1905, or nearly a year 
prior to the act. Consequently, there was never any 
authority of law for such advancement during that offi- 
cer’s lifetime. The enactment of this measure would 
have the effect of advancing to the grade of major from 
June 29, 1906, an officer who died Aug. 26, 1905, while 
serving in the grade of captain. It is manifest that such 
legislation would have the undesirable effect of establish- 
ing a precedent whereby the heirs or representatives of 
every officer who died during the forty-one years inter- 
vening between the close of the Civil War and the 
enactment of the Act of June 29, 1906, having had Civil 
War service, would consider themselves entitled to similar 
favor: and the same would doubtless be true, also, with 
respect to the hundreds of deceased officers of the other 
branches of the Service, i.e, the Army, Navy and 
Revenue Cutter Service, for each of which there is 
substantially identical general legislation. (Acts of 
April 23, 1904, 33 Stat., 264: June 29, 906, Stat., 
554: and April 16, 1908, 35 Stat., 62, respectively. ) The 
bill is also objectionable because it directs the Secretary 
of the Navy to ‘correct’ the record of Captain Fisher to 
show him to have been a major instead of a captain. 
For the reasons above stated, the record is correct as it 
stands: the enactment and approval of the measure 
would require an alteration of historical records, which 
should be kept inviolate.” 4 

The Navy Department follows the recommendation of 
the Bureau of Navigation in the case of H.R. 22626, 
for the relief of P.A. Surg. Paul Tonnel Dessez, U.S.N., 
by “disapproval of this and all such legislation, the 
object of which is to decrease the reduction in numbers 
consequent upon failure to pass the examination for 
promotion. There are many officers in the various corps 
and grades who in years past have failed and whose 
cases have for years been settled, and to alter the status 
of one by special legislation should, in justice, accom- 
plish this same purpose for all, and this is believed to 
he impracticable. It should be noted that the conditions 
in the cases of Dessez, Boland, McCullough and others, 
while unusual, were known, and the officers should have 
made special efforts to prepare themselves for their 
examination in view of the unusual loss of numbers that 
would follow failure under the operation of the law.

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL DEBATE. 


With the usual heated discussion the House took up the 
Naval Appropriation bill on May 23. The building pro- 
gram of the bill was attacked by former Chairman Foss 
and Representative Hobson. It was ably defended by 
Chairman Padgett and a number of prominent Demo- 
erats. When the time comes for amendments a num- 
ber of important ones will be submitted by Chairman 
Padgett, as committee amendments. These include the 
Naval Militia bill, the Dental Surgeon bill, the Lodge- 
Padgett bill affecting the rank of bureau chiefs, and pos- 
sibly the Gallinger-Gregg bill, reorganizing the ‘“pluck- 
ing board.” Encouraged by the success of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs in attaching an extensive 
new legislative program to the Army Appropriation bill, 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs has decided to 
pursue the same policy with the Naval bill. 

In the course of the debate Mr. Tribble said to Chair- 
man Padgett: “You increase the land appropriations. 
You increase all the appropriations that are land, and 
when you get on sea you do not give them any appropria- 
tion? Where is the fighting done? On the land or on 
the sea?” 

Mr. Howard asked: “What does the gentleman think 
about the fairness to those officers who are involuntarily 
retired, who have been plucked? They are probably as 
good officers as many others in the Service. Does the 
gentleman think that is a fair proposition to retire those 
officers in that grade without giving them this advance?’ 

Mr. Foss said: “In this bill there are no battleships 
authorized. It is the smallest, the weakest, the most 
uninspiring naval program ever submitted to the House 
of Representatives for a great many years. The com- 
mittee distinctly raises the issue here whether we pro- 
pose to maintain the efficiency of the American Navy, or 
whether we propose to let it go down. That is the real 
question which is presented by this weak and insipid 
naval program. 

“If the Committee on Naval Affairs was in favor of 
auxiliaries this year, why did they not put some in the 
bill? All they put in were two fuel ships. If they 
thought we were short of them, why did they not in- 
crease them? Last year in our Naval Appropriation pro- 
gram we put in as many auxiliaries as they have this 
year.” 

Mr. Roberts, of Massachusetts: ‘‘More.” 

Mr. Foss: “Yes, more, because there were some tugs 
that went in. Now my friend from Texas (Mr. Gregg) 
says we are short on torpedoboat destroyers and that we 
ought to have more of them. Then why do they not 
put in more this year? Last year we authorized eight, 
and this year you have only authorized six. 

“This whole question of a naval program was settled 
in a Democratic caucus, and the members on the com- 
mittee, under the pressure, would not vote their real 
opinions, but abided by the action of the caucus. I know 
the sentiment upon that side, I think, to some extent. 
Last year between thirty and forty Democratic members 
voted for the naval program of two battleships. I won- 
der whether this year we will have as large a vote from 
that side when the proposition comes before this House, 
as it will come before this House; because I propose to 
offer an amendment for two battleships. 

“The Democratic Party has never been strong on the 
Navy. When its great leader, William Jennings Bryan, 
was a member of this House, he made his speech on the 
Naval Appropriation bill on July 9, 1892, and he made 
this declaration of his own opinion as to the size of a 
Navy. Mr. Speaker, I believe in a sufficient Navy. We 
have it now, either in existence or in construction. We 
do not need more. That is what he then said. At that 
time we had three first class battleships, a couple of sec- 
ond class battleships, one armored cruiser and thirteen 
protected cruisers, and three unprotected cruisers, eight 
gunboats, two torpedoboats and six monitors. That was 
his idea of a sufficient Navy, and if we had carried out 
that idea, where would we have been in the Spanish- 
American War? 

“On ships already built the United States just hap- 
pens to stand second, but on ships authorized and build- 
ing we stand third, and even if we should authorize two 
battleships this year, as I trust we may, our position will 
go down another point, and we will rank fourth among 
the nations of the world, and if we should authorize but 
one battleship this year and then for the next two or 
three years authorize two ships a year our position will 
go down to fifth, so that at the time of the opening of 
the Panama Canal in 1915 we will rank fifth among the 
naval powers of the world, having gone from third place 
down to fifth. If we authorize two battleships a year 
we would only simply be replenishing or providing for 
the wear and tear, and when we authorize no ships per 
year we are simply permitting our Navy to go down, to 
lose its efficiency and lose its standard as a great national 
force of defense to our country. Therefore the issue 
comes to us this year not whether we propose to go on 
and build up a Navy, but whether we propose to keep it 
to its present state of efficiency. That is the issue and 
that is the question that will have to be met when the 
vote comes. 

“During the last fifteen years every nation of any 
size on the face of the globe has been at war, Russia, 
Japan, England, down in Africa, the French, the United 
States. The first peace conference passed a resolution 
recommending the limitation of armament and the de- 


crease of military expenses, and the second peace con. 
ference also adopted the same resolution, but between 
the first peace conference and the second peace confer. 
ence the nations of the world built more battleships than 
they ever did before, and between the second peace cop- 
frence and the present time they have built even greater 
than they did between the first and second peace con- 
ference. 

“My friends, a Navy does cost something. In time of 
peace, when we do not need it, it seems a great luxury, 
but in time of war it is an indispensable necessity, and 
when war comes we must have it. And every ship must 
be ready and every man at the guns. One hundred and 
twenty-five millions of dollars upon our population of 
ninety millions, is $1.50 per capita. When you come to 
compare it with our foreign commerce, which has beep 
increasing with leaps and bounds, it is only a small per. 
centage.” 

In reply to the charge that the Democratic Party is 
not favorable to the Navy, Mr. Hobson read this plank 
in the Democratic platform at Denver in 1908: “The 
Navy. The constitutional provision that a Navy shall 
be provided and maintained means an adequate Navy, 
and we believe that the interests of this country would 
be best served by having a Navy sufficient to defend the 
coasts of this country and protect American citizens 
wherever their rights may be in jeopardy.” Cross ex- 
amination showed that Mr. Hobson was the author of 
this. Mr. Hobson said: 

“Under Cleveland in 1885 the appropriations for the 
Navy increased from $15,000,000 to $16,000,000, and the 
next year they went to $17,000,000 and in 1898 reached 
the high water mark of $25,000,000. (Applause.) You 
again turn over to the second administration of Mr, 
Cleveland and you will find that in 1893 the appropria- 
tions for the Navy increased from $22,000, of the 
previous year to over twenty-two and a half million dol- 
lars and in 1894 went up to $29,000,000 and in 1895 to 
$31,000,000 and in 1896 to $33,000,000, showing that the 
Democratic Party has been progressive, and I believe 
constructive in its treatment of this great matter of 
national defense. Furthermore I believe that the control 
of the Naval Committee by the Democratic Party is 
going to mark a beginning of effective reform, construc- 
tive measures, not only to cut down the expenses of ad- 
ministration, but to improve the efficiency of the admin- 
istration, the efficiency of the organization, the efficiency 
of the personnel and the general efficiency of the Navy, 

“T believe we are now at the beginning of a time when, 
with the subcommittee of the Naval Committee, to take 
up with the Navy Department the question of experi- 
ments, we will find ourselves in a position to increase the 
efficiency of the Navy and not waste any money in ap- 
propriations where it would not be effective. Of course, 
the Democratic Party and the Democratic statesmen in 
control of its policy will recognize that the only basis 
upon which that can be maintained and made effective 
is the proper naval force in the Pacific Ocean. Further- 
more, when in the middle of that ocean with the vital 
strategic harbor—Pearl Harbor—we have the most vital 
strategic point in the world. From that harbor will be 
watched 4,000 miles of that ocean. The nation which 
ultimately controls Pearl Harbor will practically domi- 
nate, you might say, the policies and future of that great 
ocean. 

“In conclusion I wish to draw attention to the fact 
that our committee now is taking up this whole question 
of national defense and has reported a measure which 
will create a Council of National Defense. The Presi- 
dent will be at the head of it, and the Secretary of State 
will bring in the condition of diplomatic and foreign re- 
lations. Following upon the heels of the Japanese-Rus- 
sian War, the Russian government has strengthened and 
solidified their council of national defense. The same 
happened with the English council in the prosecution of 
the Boer War. That situation gave them a great deal of 
trouble. Since then they have developed their administra- 
tion along the lines of our proposed council. A study of 
the organization of the German government and its mili- 
tary defense goes to show that the strong success that 
has been achieved by the German arms is due to the fact 
that they have had that co-operation between the civil 
and military branches, and the lesson of history brings 
out the fact that the successful policies in War and 
successful policies pursued without war have been 
through the co-operation of civil and military adminis- 
trtions. Now I assume that the Democratic party will 


-have the wisdom to allow recognition in time for such a 


program to be adopted. 

“The party, and the committee reflecting that party, 
have simply called a temporary halt for purposes of in- 
vestigation, and it is not any false economy that causes 
them to hold up for a moment—the Congress is not com- 
pleted yet—in the matter of battleships. I tell every- 
body who asks me about it and as I tell the public at 
large, that in my judgment the only policy that will 
maintain the Monroe Doctrine in peace is to have con- 
trol of the sea as compared with any nation that might 
attempt to colonize. The same situation holds true in 
the Pacific, and our Navy ought to be at least on a 
parity and equal in the Pacific—as well as in the At- 
lantic—with any power of Asia.” 

Mr. Hill asked if the Navy is maintained in its pres- 
ent conditions is it sufficiently large to be a sure defense? 

Mr. Hobson: “TI am frank to tell the gentleman that it 
certainly will not be. It will not be a second class power, 
or a fifth class power, at the rate of one battleship, or 
even two battleships, for many years.” (Applause. )

The Jenkins, it is reported, covered the Government 
measured mile course off Rockland at a rate of 33.119 
knots (about forty land miles) an hour, three knots in 
excess Of the contracted requirement.

The U.S.S. Brutus was placed out of service at the 
navy yard, Norfolk, Va., on May 20, 1912. 

The commander-in-chief of the Asiatic Fleet under 
date of April 18, 1912, states that the U.S.S. Chauncey 
and Bainbridge were placed in full commission and in 
first reserve, respectively. 

The U.S. scout cruiser Birmingham, Comdr. Charles 
F. Hughes, in order to guard trans-Atlantic steamers 
from the dangers of ice in the lanes, started a patrol 
service May 19 to the southward of the Grand Banks 
to notify steamers with her powerful wireless system of 
the location of the icebergs. She will try to determine 
the southern, eastern and western limits of the ice pack, 
and will send out wireless signals at frequent intervals 
giving the latitude and longitude of icebergs in the 
vicinity of the steamship lanes. As the Birmingham’s 
radio outfit is calculated to transmit signals at 1,000 
miles, she should be able to give ample warning of danger, 
so that any vessel might easily change her course. The 
Birmingham left Philadelphia May 19 for patrol duty. 
Ships sighting ice should endeavor to forward news 
thereof to the Birmingham, call letters “N C N,” which 
will relay it to other ships and to the shore. 


The big steel drydock that left the Pensacola Navy 
Yard on May 5 in tow of the tugs Mary F. Scully and 
M. BE. Luckenbach arrived at New York May 19. It will 
be used at the foot of Twenty-sixth street, South Brook- 
lyn, by its owners, James Shewan and Sons. 

Two motors to be installed in the U.S. collier Jupiter 
were tested at the works of the General Electric Com- 
pany at Schenectady, N.Y., May 21, before Capt. R. S. 
Griffin, Lieut. S. M. Robinson and Lieut. Comdr. R. W. 
Henderson, U.S.N., and a number of representatives from 
shipbuilding firms. The Jupiter, one of three colliers of 
20,000 tons’ displacement, will be the first big electrically 
driven vessel ever commissioned. The Jupiter is being 
built at Mare Island, Cal., and it will be probably a year 
before the final tests can be made. The turbine engine, 
generator and motors from the works in Schenectady will 
be shipped in the next two months. The test of the 
motors on May 21 was the preliminary test of the Navy 
Department. Nine tests were carried out, consisting of 
starting, stopping and reversing the motors. These motors 
are to receive power from the turbine engine and gener- 
ator in another part of the vessel, each motor being at- 
tached to one of the two propellers that are to drive the 
collier at a rate of fourteen knots. This will require of 
the motors 2,750 horsepower, but the motors will have a 
maximum of 4,000‘ horsepower. One special feature of 
the equipment is its simplicity of control, it being pos- 
sible to control the speed, stop or start the vessel or back 
the engines from the bridge. In steam driven vessels 
all this has to be done on signal from the bridge or pilot 
house to the engine room.

OHIO. 

In the interesting report of Adjutant General Weybrecht, 
of Ohio, for 1911, is an official report of the explosion of a 
three-inch Army field piece at Sparta, used by Battery A, of 
Ohio, and which resulted in the killing and wounding of sev- 
eral men, The ammunition used was shrapnel and shell. 
The shrapnel fire had been concluded, and the fourth round 
of shell had been fired when instantly there was an explosion 
at the gun, and a cloud of the characteristic black smoke of 


the high explosive used, rose from the gun. From the ob- 
servation station and the left battery, observers saw the 
breech of the gun go high in the air, while two large pieces, 
one of the tube and the other of the jacket, went over the 
battalion and buried themselves in sand fifty feet in front of 
the left gun. 

The body of No. 1, Pvt. Howard W. Gau, was thrown to 
the right of the gun, about twenty feet, and that of Corpl. 
Roland Beverly sank to the ground in rear of his position. 
Both men were killed. Three men, one Regular sergeant and 
two Militiamen, No. 3 and No. 4, were found to be more or 
less seriously injured. The report goes on to say, in part: 

‘*Photographs of the wrecked piece were immediately 
taken and every part that could be found was picked up 
and preserved, its location being marked on a sketch or the 
distance measured. As soon thereafter as possible, the 
wrecked gun and caisson were loaded on a car and shipped 
to Rock Island Arsenal for expert examination. 

‘“‘The breech block with a part of the jacket was found 
about thirty feet to the right rear of the gun, securely locked. 
The gun (model 1902) from the shield back was practically 
destroyed, about one-half being blown entirely away. The 
part that remained was torn and bent. The tube was bulged 
considerably at the point where the shell rested before firing. 
A large part of the shell was found securely wedged in the 
barrel with the point about even with the shield. : 

‘That the bursting charge, and possibly the propelling 
charge, detonated would seem to be the indicated cause of the 
accident, but the exact reasons therefor will probably never 
be known. The shell*used was of the point fuse type, loaded 
with high explosive ‘‘D,’’ the boxes being marked lot 51 and 
bearing packing marks of April and May, 1911. 

‘‘The curious feature of the accident was that although 
the sights and quadrant were torn from their positions and 
bent or broken, none of the spirit level glasses were broken 
or eracked. The rear sight shank was twisted in two and 
the upper part hit a hospital orderly in the leg after a flight 
through the air of over 200 feet. That more men were not 
killed or injured is remarkable. No. 3 had just gotten on 
his feet to stretch his legs. Had he remained in position the 
tire of the caisson wheel would have cut him in two. No. 2 
hid just stepped over to No. 5’s position when the shock 
cime. Sergeant O’Tremba was standing between the chief of 
section and the caisson. The chief of section was not even 
scratched and stayed with gun until ordered to leave.’’

If your letter bears no date, what does ‘‘last Wednesday’’ 
mean? Suppose we do look at the postmark on the envelope 
—how often can one read the figures so burriedly stamped 
there? And then there’s the old newspaper rule of ‘‘writing 
on one side of the sheet only’’—do you observe that? Proper 
names—just try to count how many appear in one issue of 





this paper, and then wonder how, with the average writer’s 
carelessness in forming the simple letters of our alphabet, 
these names reach the Journal readers in proper form. Did 
you ever make the experiment of handing a piece of your 
handwritten copy to a friend and asking him to read it back 
to you?

We believe we have mentioned once before the happy father 
who announces the birth of a son, and neglects to say where 
and when the little one arrived; the wedding notice that 
comes with either the name of the bride, or of the groom, the 
date, or the place omitted. How do we supply the missing 
links? Ah, these are secrets, but the work is time-consuming 
and such constant research in what should be entirely un- 
necessary bypaths is conducive to gray hairs and the shiny 
pate. We hope to share your joys and sorrows for many 
years, but dear Contributor, your kindly assistance is most 
earnestly requested. 


COMMISSION.—(1) We cannot undertake to say what 
action the War Department would take on your application, 
but we think that the candidate would need to have excep- 
tional qualifications before the War Department would favor 
the application of a man who had shirked his military duty to 
a foreign country, his native land. (2) Question of transfer 
from one arm to another depends somewhat upon the qualifi- 
cations of the officers concerned and each case is decided on 
its merits. (3) Enlisted candidates after passing the pre- 
liminary examination for commission, unless on furlough, 
would return to duty until time for final examination. After 
appointment and commission they are sent to Fort Leayen- 
worth or some other post for a short term of instruction. 
(4) Designations to particular arms are made in accordance 
with needs of the Service and aptitude of the candidate, (5) 
Requirements of examination for Field Artillery may be 
learned by applying for the G.O. governing these exams. 

A SUBSCRIBER asks: (1) How many vacancies are there 
at the present time in the grade of sergeant, first class, Hos- 
pital Corps? (2) When will the results of the examination 
held this week be published? (3) What was the highest per- 
centage obtained after the examination held in 1910% How 
many appointments were made as a result of this examina- 
tion? What was the percentage obtained by the last sergeant 
appointed? Answer: (1) Apply through the channel There 
had been no exams. since February and March, 1910, when 
fifty-two passed, with twenty-six vacancies existing July 10, 
1910, when the results of examination were published. (2) 
May be four months before results are known. (3) A. A. 
Jackson received 92 per cent. TT. E. Rosevelt (No. 52) 
passed with 75 per cent. Up to October, 1911, down to No. 
85 of the fifty-two who passed in 1910 had been appointed. 
No. 35, C. G@. Manning, had a percentage of 78.4. ' 

B. T.—The regulations defining extra-duty pay will be 
found in A.R. 168, as amended by G.O. 87, 1911. ‘‘Enlisted 
men detailed to perform specific services which remove them 
temporarily from the ordinary duty roster of the organization 
to which they belong will be reported on extra duty if re- 
ceiving increased compensation therefor; otherwise on special 
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duty.’’ Par. 169 provides thirty-five cents a day as extra 
pay for extra duty as teamsters. Apply through the channel. 
_A. J, W.—The House provision in the Army Appropriation 
bill relating to longevity pay, which was stricken out in the 
Senate, did not say that graduates of the Naval Academy 
serving in the Navy would not receive credit for their service 
at the Nayal Academy as midshipmen. The provisica was 
that such Naval Academy service ‘‘shall not be counted in 
computing for any purpose the length of service of any officer 
of the Army.’’ 

A. L. H. asks: How long have the widows of Civil War 
veterans been drawing $12 per month pension? Answer: This 
law was approved April 19, 1908. 


H. B. B. asks: I desire to read up on what foreign mili- 
tary critics have to say as to our military condition. Can 
you furnish me with a list of foreign writers on this subject? 
Answer: We refer you to the publishing house of E. 
Mittler and Sohn, Berlin, Germany, as a probable source of 
German material on this subject, though we believe that the 
ablest arguments have been made by our own citizens, whose 
papers have appeared in the Army and Navy Journal from 
time to time.

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VOYAGE OF THE TRANSPORT THOMAS. 


Manila, P.I., April 12, 1912. 

The U.S.A.T. Thomas left San Francisco for Manila on 
March 5. Honolulu was reached shortly before noon on March 
12, and after coaling and taking on five passengers the Thomas 
left at 5 p.m. the following day. Col. F. B. Jones, 15th Inf., 
Mrs. Jones and Miss Jones were aboard; Colonel Jones in com- 
mand of troops, with Lieut. DeWitt C. T. Grubbs, 6th Inf., as 
adjutant. On account of an accident to one of his knees at 
Fort Douglas, Utah, just before the departure of his regiment, 
Colonel Jones was coming out to join his regiment, which had 
preceded him by a few months. Lieutenant Grubbs was in 
charge of insular funds to be used in these islands, 60,000 
pesos in “Conant”? money, silver just out of the U.S. Mint at 
San Francisco. Having been called to Kentucky six months 
ago by the serious illness of his father, Lieutenant Grubbs 
took his wife and two children in a hasty departure for the 
homeland, from his station at Camp Keithley, Mindanao. He 
reached Shelby county, Ky., in October last, in time to see his 
father before he died.

LETTER NO. 31. MAY 25, 1912 


About a month ago, we received an order from the 
Pennsylvania Railroad for 2500 cells, and from the 
Illinois Central an order for 2500 cells of Edison Battery, 
for car lighting. 


Although we had before sold a great many batteries 
for this purpose, I sat down to figure wy any railroad 
would spend more money for the same capacity of Edison 
Cells, in preference to the lead battery. 


The modern Pullman and Passenger Cars ride easily, 
and the battery is subjected to no very severe jars. The 
men who care for railroad batteries are experts, and have 
nothing else to do but look after them on a regular 
schedule. So why use Edison instead of lead? 


Then as my pencil began to work, my eyes began to 
open: 


Weight of standard make Lead Battery, Car Light- 
ing Type, for one car equipment 16 cells—32 volts 
= 2880 lbs. 


Weight Edison, same capacity, 25 cells—32 volts 
=800 lbs. © 


Excess weight Lead Battery—2080 lbs. 
Suppose we have 300 cars equipped. 
Average miles per car per month, say 11,000. 
Average miles per car per year, 132,000. 


Figuring on a 2000 lb. ton and actual cost of 1% mills 
($.0015) per ton mile to haul in passenger service, we 
find : 


Lead Battery 


1.44 tons x 132,000 miles per year—190,080 ton miles 
per car per year. 


300 car equipments x 190,080—=57,024,000 ton miles 
per year for the entire 300 car equipments. 


57,024,000 x $0.0015=$85,536.00 cost per year to 
haul the 300 car equipments of Lead Battery.

But the greater the 
weight, the greater the tire depreciation, and the lighter 
the lead battery weight, the greater the battery de- 
preciation.
